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Further Suggestions for Adapting Impressionistic Ideas 
to Jewelry of To-day. 


By Isabelle M. Archer. 








Y is said among the leading New York 
jewelers that the trend toward impres- 
sionism in jewels will be represented by 
various lines of Summer novelties and that 
the new forms and color schemes will leave 
a marked impression on the better class of 
jewelry next Fall. However that may be, 
at the present time manufacturing jewel- 
ers and designers are much interested in 
the latest art movement as exemplified 
by the post-impressionists, and the addi- 
tional jewelry designs herewith shown are 
intended to augment the first ideas of the

kind which were given in THE JEWELERS’ 
CircuLar on April 23. 

In practise the designs for impression- 
istic jewelry, a conglomerate of the much 
taunted, but still undaunted, Cubists, Fu- 
turists and other Extremists, is most suc- 
cessful when the following formula is ad- 
hered to. 

METHOD OF DESIGNING. 
First, the subject for the composition is 


chosen and then the title of the jewel is 
decided upon. These two, the subject and 
the title are not to be confounded, for, 
though both are necessary in any impres- 
s:onistic work, no matter what the field,

they are, however, distinct. 
the pendant representing clouds and fields 
in intimated perspective might have the 
title of “June” or “Harvest,” according to 
the coloring of the subject through the 
stones used. Again, the necklace called a 
“Symphony in Blue and Green” was, in 
reality, suggested by a river, represented 
by the necklace, and a waterfall—the pend- 
ant. 
DEPICTING BY SUGGESTION. 

An important phase of this work is the 
manner of subtly representing concrete 
forms alike with abstract ideas in gems by 
suggestion of form and imitative color. 
Anything, from Niagara Falls to the Des- 
ert of Sahara, may be suggested in this 
way: the Gatnan Locks at the Panama 
Canal, or a Summer shower after the style 
of Japanese artists, would make equally 
good subjects when the idea of depicting 
by suggestion is understood. 

CHOICE OF MATERIALS. 


Rough-cut gems and semi-precious stones 
chosen with respect to their color and 
texture, make the most satisfactory me- 
diums. Enamel is not good in this new 
jewelry beceuse of its smoothness and flat 
surface. The subject of materials, as well 
as the matter of color schemes, was treat- 
ed in the previous article on impressionistic 
jewelry, when particular stress was-laid on 
the importance of both these branches and 
further emphasis regarding them should 
be unnecessary. 

DESCRIPTION OF ILLUSTRATIONS. 


The pendant and necklace before men- 
tion are both direct applications of the 
“Digressionists’” principles in landscape 
representation shown in gems and precious 
metals. 

The pendant has a Summer sky of bil- 
lowy white clouds in baroque pearls, a

middle ground wf cultivated fields in light 
greens and browns, the palest colors, start- 
ing with chrysoprase, at the line that 
would be the horizon in a painting, and 
deepening throug! topazes and _ peridots, 
tourmalines and brown garnets to rounded 
bits of agate and jade, terminating in a 
smooth jade drop. 

The waterfall necklace is formed of rock 
crystal, aquamarine and small emeralds 
and sapphires. The bright silver used for 
the setting is shown between the strips of

The little figurines, to be used for scari- 
pins, had their origin in the sculptured 
marbles of the exemplifiers of the new 
art movement and are but rough sketches 
of draped figures in ivory, jade, shell, 
coral or onyx. A flower girl, an Arabian 
water carrier, Greek dancing girl, two tiny 
half-lengths, one with a fan, and a Japan- 
ese girl are identified by the various post- 
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Nowadays when a _ gentleman’s 
diamond ring is wanted an odd and 
artistic mounting is usually re- 
quested.

An idea of great possibility is the repre- 
sentation of flowers in this kind of jew- 
elry, the blossoms and leaves to be car- 
ried out in rough-cut gems. A rose neck- 
lace is shown in the next illustration, with 
petals and flowers cut from rose-quartz 
set in grey-toned silver. A wisteria neck- 
lace after this style would be splendid 
made from pale amethysts and _ spinels, 
with chrysoprase for the young leaves and 
branches, 

Flower mosaics, with rough, high-raised 
stones and different from anything in gems 
attempted before, are shown in the last 
illustration. Pond lilies in yellow, pink 
and white (pale smoked amber, pink and 
white coral and silvez stems) form the 


able for arrangements having flowers of 
more than one hue and variety are the 
groupings of violets, daffodils and a poin- 
settia. This daring scheme could be car- 
ried out in deep amethysts, smoked amber 
and flat pieces of red coral. Amethyst 
violets and a wild rose of pink coral; a 
cluster of aquamarine forget-me-nots with 
purple and yellow pansies; a pink and pur- 
ple group of azalias and helitrope; butter- 
cuts and daisies, and red and yellow tulips 
give only a hint of the chance of the play 
of color such jewels afford. 

Another unique and quite inexhaustible 
field for designs is suggested by the Cubist 
artists’ method of painting in patches of 
color outlined in black. The colors of the 
emerald, baroque pearls, coral and satin 
spar might not seem ordinarily possible of

brooch at the top of the sketch. At the 
right is a bunch of violets in amethysts 
with green tourmaline or peridot leaves 
and narrow.ribbon bows. On the left is 
one with a bouquet of zinnias in reds, 
browns, yellows, pinks and purples; and 
below is a row of purple, yellow and brown 
pansies. 

The nearest kin to these miniature 
flower groups and their direct predeces- 
sors are the little multi-colored bouton- 
niéres of imitation flowers that are popu- 
lar with milady of fashion this Spring. 

So many of both the wild and cultivated 
flowers lend themselves readily to copying 
in gems that the choice is practically ‘un- 
limited. The brooches might, perhaps, 
prove the favorite among these flower 
jewels, but bracelets, pendants and whole 
necklaces with flowers of a single variety 
and color or combinations of several colors 
and kinds would be very attractive. Suit- 


harmonious blending, but separated, and 
each surrounded, by an even-width line of 
onyx, and the difference is magical. Tur- 
quoise and garnets, lapis-lazuli and clear 
amber and other odd and striking combi- 
nations are made possible by the interven- 
ing line of black; and the smaller pieces, 
rings, bracelets, scarfpins and hatpins in 
the black outlined colors would make origi- 
nal and fetching novelties.

Never-Used Bavarian Coronation 


Insignia. 


The 


HE Bavarian crown and the remaining 
insignia date from the year 1807; and 
although since this time rulers have changed 
on various occasions, the insignia have 
never been put to their proper use. 

In 1806 Bavaria had her first king. The 
then prince-elector, Maximilian IV., in- 
formed and told Joseph that he would un- 
dertake the solemn crowning and annoint- 
ing later. There were at that time no coro- 
nation insignia, and, besides, the king, who 
was proclaimed Jan. 1, was desirous of de- 
ferring the coronation until another time 
of the year. The coronation insignia were 
ordered in Paris from the same firm that 
furnished the crown jewels of Napoleon L, 
and from the royal treasure a liberal num- 
ber of precious stones was supplied for 
them. In March, 1807, the crown jewels 
were delivered, so that nothing stood in 
the way of the coronation. 

It was omitted, however, because, on the 
one hand, troublous times arose for Ba- 
varia and the national debt increased to 
100,000,000 florins. Later conditions im- 
proved, but the king rightly considered it 
was then too late to undertake a corona- 
tion. The remaining Bavarian rulers have 
likewise all dispensed with the coronation, 
which would occasion great expense and 
which, owing to the oath on the constitu- 
tion which the kings have to make, was re- 
garded as a ceremony that could be dis- 
pensed with, ; 


The kings of Prussia since the last coro- 
nation, that of King Wilhelm I., at K6nigs- 
berg, in October, 1861, have also dispensed 
with the ceremony, and only in England, 
Russia, Austria-Hungary and Sweden is 
the solemn ceremony adhered to. 

The Bavarian coronation insignia are 
kept in the treasure chamber of the resi- 
dential castle in Munich. The royal crown 
is a valuable piece, which, in keeping with 
the times, was made according to designs 
following the Empire style. A broad band 
set with brilliants constitutes the chief por- 
tion of the crown, from which eight bows 
spring, ornamented with emeralds and ru- 
bies, which hold aloft the orb, which is 
surmounted by a diamond-set cross. The 
whole is richly studded with precious 
stones. The orb is likewise ornamented 
with superb jewels, as is also the scepter 
and the sword, which is cofitained in a red 
velvet scabbard. 

Interesting and unique are the inscrip- 
tions borne by the insignia. On the orb 
there is a Latin inscription, a translation 
of which reads: “A token of the union 
between father and fatherland, 1806.” The 
scepter is inscribed with a motto that says: 
“The protection, not the oppression, of the 
people is entrusted to you.” On the blade 
of the sword may be read: “Neither au- 
dacious, nor fearful.” 

A crown for the queen is also provided. 
It 1s somewhat smaller and was also ob 
tained in Paris. King Ludwig II. had it re- 
set, which task was accomplished by a 
Munich jeweler.

i Manufacture of Imitation Pearls—Reports of Consular Officers at Colombo and Paris to 
the Department of Commerce, 














\WASHINGTON, D, C., May 15.—Interest- 
ng reports regarding the pearl fisheries of 
eylon and the manufacture of imitation 
pearls have just been issued by the De- 
partment of Commerce. They read: 
Ceylon Pearls. 
Report of Consul CHartes K. Moser, Colombo.) 
The pearl fisheries of Ceylon are located 
the Gulf of Mannar, near the extreme 
northwest corner of the island, and the 
anks most famous in times past lie close 
~ to the shore near a place called Marich- 
chukkaddi. Since 1907 the banks have not 
cen productive, though at the beginning 
f March, 1913, the Ceylon Government 
sent experts to examine the banks in the 
belief that they had again become the 


quantities. This is a matter of extreme in- 
terest to pearl and gem merchants all over 
the world, though if the experts find only 
spat on the banks it is probable that they 
will not be matured for fishing in less 
than four years hence. 

The Ceylon pearl oyster is not an oys- 
ter at all but a mussel. It is of the same 
variety as the so-called pearl oysters found 
in the Persian Gulf and in Japanese waters, 
hut quite unlike the pearl oysters of Aus- 
tralia and Burma. These are very large 
and have beautiful nacre, or mother-of- 
pearl, which is valuable, and for which 
they are extensively fished quite apart 
from the search for pearls; but the Ceylon 
variety has little nacre and no commercial 
value aside from its pearl-bearing pro- 
pensities. 

Tradition says that King 
pearls were from Ceylon and the Phe- 
nicians came to these coasts for them. The 
earliest mention of pearl fisheries in Cey- 
lon oceurs in the Rajavali chronicle, 306 
b.C., where they are spoken of as being 
tear Colombo and being destroyed by an 
inundation from the sea. Pliny also men- 
tions them, and the Tuticorin fisheries are 
spoken of in the Vishnu Purana. Alby- 
raul, who lived in the 11th.century, states 
that in his time the fisheries suddenly be- 
ame exhausted; and this practically de- 
scribes their present condition.

number at 5,500,000. An attempt was made 
to fish this bank with a dredger but it 
was a failure. Only 650,000 oysters were 
removed by the combined efforts of the 
dredger and native divers; the rest were 
lost and the vear following there were not 
enough oysters left for a fishery. 

Previously, in 1907, one Isaac Solomon 
had formed the Ceylon Co. of Pearl Fish- 
ers. His idea was to radiograph the oys- 
ters collected and return to the water those 
that the radiograph showed to possess seed 
pearls capable of cultivation. The oysters 
radiographed did not take kindly to the 
process, however, for they all died after 
being returned to the water. 

Under British administration the master 
attendant of the port of Colombo has been 
and is now the inspector of the pearl banks, 
while the Government agent of the North- 
ern Province is superintendent. Until re- 
cent years a good deal of mystery was pur- 
posely allowed to enshroud the pearl 
banks; no beacons or marks were erected 
on the shore and the difficulties of locating 
the banks were increased wherever pos- 
sible, probably to prevent poaching, but 
certainly with the effect of adding a ro- 
mantic interest in the public mind to the 
pearl fisheries. 

DESTRUCTIVE INFLUENCES—HOW PEARLS 

ORIGINATE. 

The potential paars or oyster beds are 
formed by an amalgam of coarse granite 
sand and old oyster shells cemented to- 
gether with coral lime. On these paars 
there is little, if any, movement of sand, 
and were it not for the fish that prey on 
them the oysters would thrive. Immedi- 
ately off the paars the sand moves in 
gigantic loose waves, and oysters falling 
into this are immediately covered up and 
destroyed. 
stinging ray, or skate, seems to be the most 
voracious enemy of the pearl oyster. 

The life of a pearl oyster is not more 
than eight years, and from about its third 
year it seems to be more productive both 
in number and size of pearls. Very few 
three-year-old oysters contain anything 
larger than the seed pearls, but if a bed 
could be fished just as the oysters were 
dying off from old age the pearls obtained 
would be many and large. The oyster at- 
tains its largest circumference at its fourth 
year, but thickens afterwards and increases 
in weight. True pearls, which are the re- 
sults of a disease and not due to the ad- 
mission of foreign matter into the shell, 
are formed in the intestines of the oyster, 
and when they reach a size to cause it 
great discomfort the bivalve either dies or 
forces the pearl toward the opening be- 
tween the valves, where: it is usually halted 
and retained, to increase in growth, by a 
transparent Very large pearls 
are rarely found on the Ceylon banks.

THE FISHERY—CLASSIFICATION. 
When a fishery is established and the 
divers have arrived they are divided into 
two parties and fish on alternate days. 
They are allowed one-third of their catch 
in payment, while the Government auctions 
the remainder on the beach the evening 
they are caught. The oysters are then 
placed in private kottus, or inclosures, by 
their purchasers, and allowed to rot for 
eight or 10 days in a receptacle, generally 
a wood canoe, which is covered over to 
shade the oysters from the sun, but en- 
ables the flies to obtain free access and 
assist in the rotting. After this the mass 
is washed with ciean water, the shell, 
stones and byssus picked out, and the resi- 
due spread on lengths of black calico to 
dry. During the drying process it is picked 
over again and again and carefully scru- 
tinized for the smallest pearl. 

The apparatus used for classifying the 
pearls is a series of brass colanders about 
the size of tobacco ash trays, which are 
called baskets. There are 10 or 12 sizes 
of these baskets or sieves, with holes in 
them varying from somewhat larger than 
a pea to the size of a pinhead, and through. 
these the pearls are sifted. The larger 
pearls are all found in the sifting, but mul- 
titudes of the tiniest seed pearls are left 
in the sand near the washing places, and 
for months after a fishery is over and the 
camp abandoned to desolation jungle men 
and women may be seen scouring the sand 
for these treasures. 

It is only possible to fish the Ceylon 
oyster from early in March to late in 
April, owing to the monsoons. All the 
facts collected during recent years show 
that a more than exotic fall of spat, which 
is the infant oyster in a floating state, is 
dependent on the presence of oysters on 
the Tuticorin side of the Gulf of Mannar, 
and a continuous strong monsoon during 
July and August which establishes a drift 
current of sufficient power to carry the 
floating spat safely through the Paumben 
Pass to the favorable Marichchukkaddi 
Banks. 

VALUATIONS AND EXAMINATIONS. 

Before a fishery is settled upon the in- 
spector has, in the previous November, to 
lift a sample of about 20,000 oysters, ex- 
tract the pearls by rotting. and have them 
valued. The valuation at this point is done 
by native Moormen jewelers by secret 
handelasps under a cloth. After sifting 
and weighing the gems through brass. 
sieves and on delicate scales, the value is 
fixed upon in old Portuguese or Dutch coin- 
age, according to tradition, and afterwards 
reduced to the coin of the realm. This 
practise is invariable, although the valua- 
tion so determined has very little relation 
to the real market value of the sample 
upon which it is established. 

The examination and inspection of the 
pearl hanks is carried out by native divers 
under the superintendence of the inspector 
of pearl banks, who also checks and veri- 
fies the divers’ reports as to the nature of 
the bottom, number of oysters present, etc., 
and sometimes himself inspects in the div- 
ing dress. The inspection boats, six-oared 
whalers, start from the windward side of 
the area to be inspected, and work across 
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> wind east and west, between the buoys, 
which are laid down north and south, east 
and west, in such a manner as to direct 
the boats on their east and west course 
and prevent their getting out of position. 
Each coxswain is provided with a chart 

which the result of each dive is re- 
corded with the soundings, the signs shown 
on the chart being tsed to represent the 
nature of the bottom, etc. The smaller 
charts, known as coxswain’s charts, are 
filled in by each ecoxswain as each dive is 
made, and they are transferred by the in- 
spector to the larger chart. 


DIVING FOR THE OYSTERS. 

\t a fishery each boat contains 10 divers, 
who work five at a time, and each pair has 
attendant called a ‘“manduck,” who 
sails the boat. In addition there 
is a tindal, a representative-of the owner 
of the boat, and a peon or individual rep- 
resenting Government interests. Each boat 
has five stone sinkers, sometimes rather 
handsomely carved, having a hole at the 
upper end to which the rope is attached. 
A second rope is attached to a small cir- 
cular frame or hoop, which has a coir net- 
ting across it. This is called the basket. 
The local basket is shallow, but that of 
the Arab divers of the Persian Gulf has 
a small circumference and is a deep net. 

When the divers are ready they get over 
the side, place one fcot on the stone which 
is held clear of the side of the boat by 
two poles fastened at right angles over the 
side of .the boat and a third pole lashed to 
each end of them parallel to the boat. 
Grasping the rope to which the stone is 
fastened and hitching the loop of the rope 
attached to the basket over his arm, the 
diver takes his nostrils in his free hand, 
takes a deep breath and, slightly raising 
himself to add impetus to his descent, gives 
the signal to the “manduck” to let go the 
rope fastened to the stone, and down he 
goes. The instant he reaches the bottom 
he releases the stone, which is hauled up 
preparatory to the next descent, while the 
(liver, swimming on the bottom with his 
eyes open, grasps all the oysters within 
reach in the limited time at his disposal. 
He makes a graceful picture, seeming to 
float much as a person is drawn in an 
imaginary picture as flying, his back grace- 
fully arched and his heels above his head, 
while his long hair waves behind him sup- 
ported by the water. Occasionally men 
ither from avarice or overestimation of 
their strength collapse at the bottom and 
are brought up dead. Arab divers use a 
sort of horn clip with which to close their 
nostrils when under water, but the Ceylon 
diver holds his nostrils with his hand only 
until such time as he reaches the sea bot-

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INSPECTION URGED—CULTIVATION 
IMPRACTICABLE. 


Capt. Kerkham, the superintendent of 
the defunct Ceylon Co. of Pearl Fishers, 
says that it is highly desirable that 
all the rocky areas north of Colombo 
should be annually inspected, as_ it 
would appear from the immense quan- 
tities. of oyster shell found in these 
places that beds of oysters have occurred, 
matured, and died of old age without 
even being discovered or ‘fished. By the 
present methods of fishing, it is impossible 
so to deplete the banls as to leave no oys- 
ters for breeding purposes. Quite a quar- 
ter of the stock is left on the banks by the 
divers, and it is not true, as frequently 
stated, that blank years are due to over- 
fishing. Some other reason must be found, 
and it is probable that oysters, when 
spawned on these banks, are all carried 
away by the current and probably lost, 
while the Ceylon banks benefit for the same 
reason from the Tuticorin oyster banks. 
The pearl oysters apparently are continu- 
ously present on the Persian Gulf and So- 
mali beds, and fishing is always in progress 
there. 

That oysters cannot be cultivated on the 
Mannar banks seems evident, as the cur- 
rents that bring the Tuticorin spat carry 
away the local spawn into deep or unsuit- 
able places, where it is lost, and nothing 
science can do will prevent this or guar- 
antee annual fisheries. The banks are too 
circumscribed, and the currents too con- 
stant to allow locally produced spat to set- 
tle on the parental oyster beds. 
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The Manufacture of Imitation Pearls. 
(Report of Consul General Frank H. Mason, 
Paris.) 

As the real pearl comes from the oyster, 
so to a large extent is the manufacture of 
artificial pearls dependent on a certain spe- 
cies of fish. The complete processes are, 
of course, trade secrets, but it is of in- 
terest to note that it is from the brilliant 
scales of the ablet, or blay, that essence 
d’Orient is produced, and it is with this 
essence that imitation pearls are manufac- 
tured. The blay is described as “a small 
fish with a green back and a white belly,” 
and the essence is obtained exclusively 
from the white scales, which are covered 
with a pigment of metallic appearance. 
They are first treated with ammonia and 
then with fish glue, a powder being first 
obtained, and then a paste which can -be 

easily spread on glass. 

In the early stages of manufacture, 
about 1656, this essence d’Orient was ap- 
plied to little balls of plaster, but the tem- 
perature and the damp heat of the human 
body modified the adhesive qualities of the 
pearly matter and caused changes of color. 
It was in 1680 that a Parisian, named Jac- 
quin, invented a method of covering small 
glass balls with the same essence d’Orient, 
thus producing the first practical artificial 
pearls. 

In the north and east of France and in 
Germany blay fishing is actively pursued. 
About 4,000 are required to produce a 
pound of scales, which in turn gives a 
quarter of a pound of the essence. The 
price of the scales varies between 20 and 
24 francs per kilo.

Owing to the untiring efforts of the Chi- 

Association of Credit Men the 
‘ked debtor will be unable to do this 
after July 1, 1913, for the Bulk Sales Act 
has passed both houses, has been signed by 
the Governor, and is now a law. 

The effect of the act is to put the bur- 
den upon the vendee or purchaser. If he 
omplies with the law, creditors will have 
sufficient notice to protect themselves be- 
fore the transfer. If he does not comply 
with the law, the sale shall be deemed 
fraudulent and void as against the creditors 
of the vendor or seller. 

The Bulk Sales Law is of comparatively 
recent origin, but jobbers and manufaciur- 
ers have been quick to see the protection 
it gives them, and it has now become a law 
in 43 States. 

On May 13, 1905, there was enacted a 
sulk Sales Law in the State of Illinois, 
but the Supreme Court of that State, in the 
case of Off v. Moorehead, 235 Ill, held 
that it was unconstitutional, in that it vio- 
lated that section of the Bill of Rights re- 
ferring to the inherent and_ inalienable 
rights of men to life, liberty, pursuit of 
happiness and to the protection of their 
property, in which they are secured and 
protected by the State. Also to that sec- 
tion which reads, “No person shall be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property without 
due process of law.” 

The theory of this decision was that the 
act constituted class legislation; in other 
words, that it singled out a particular class 
of citizens, viz., persons dealing in mer- 
chandise, and put a burden upon them 
from which other classes of citizens were 
exempt. 

Great care has been taken in framing 
the present bill, and experts have given 
their opinion that the law is constitutional 
and will stand. 

Following is a verbatim copy of the act: 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the 
State of Illinois, represented in the General As- 
sembly: That the sale, transfer, or assignment in 
bulk of the major part or the whole of a stock 
f merchandise and fixtures, or other goods and 
chattels of the vendor’s business, otherwise than 
in the ordinary course of trade and in the regular 
ind usual prosecution of the vendor’s business, 
shall be fraudulent and void as against the cred- 
tors of the said vendor, unless the said vendee 
shall, in good faith, at least five days before the 
onsummation of such sale, transfer or as- 
signment, demand and receive from the vendor 
1 written statement under oath or the vendor or 

duly authorized agent of the vendor having 
knowledge of the facts, containing a full, accu- 
rate and complete list of the creditors of the 
vendor, their addresses and the amounts owing 
to each as mear as may be ascertained, and if 


there be no creditors, a written statement under 
oath to that effect, and unless the said vendee 
shall at least five days before taking possession 
of said goods and chattels and at least five days 
before the payment or delivery of the purchase 
price, or consideration or any evidence of in- 
debtedness therefor, in good faith, deliver or 
cause to be de'ivered or send or cause to be sent 
personally or by registered letter  properiy 
stamped, directed and addressed, a notice in writ- 
ing to each of the creditors of the vendor named 
in the said statement or of whom the said vendee 
shall have knowledge, of the proposed purchuse 
by him of the said goods and chattels and of the 
price, terms and conditions of such sale; Pro- 
vided, however, that it shall be lawful for the 
vendee to pay the vendor so much of the pur- 
chase price as shall be in excess of the total 
amount of the indebtedness of the vendor, before 
the expiration of the five days hereinabove re- 
ferred to. 

Section 2. Any vendor of all or the major 
portion of a stock of merchandise, or merchandise, 
fixtures or other goods and chattels of the ven- 
dor’s business, in bulk, otherwise than in the 
ordinary course of trade and in the regular and 
usual prosecution of the vendor's business, or any 
person for or on behalf of such vendor who shall 
knowingly or wilfully make or de‘iver or cause 
to be made or delivered any false statement or 
any statement which in any material portion is 
false, or shall knowingly or wilfully fail to in- 
clude the names of all the creditors of said 
vendor in said statement, as provided for in Sec- 
tion 1 of this act, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $1,000 or 
by imprisonment for not more than one year or 
both in the discretion of the Court. 

Section 3. Vendors and vendees under this 
act shall include corporations, associations, co- 
partnerships and individuals, who shall be party 
to any sale,. transfer or assignment, of goods 
and chattels in bulk. But nothing contained in 
this act shall apply to sales by executors, admin- 
istrators, receivers, trustees in bankruptcy or by 
any pub‘ic officer under judicial process, nor to 
sales of exempt property or any sale or transfer 
made in the ordinary course of trade and in the 
regular and usual prosecution of the vendor's 
business, nor to sales made in good faith at 
public auction, where notice of such sale is given 
in a newspaper of general circulation within the 
county where such sale is made, at least 10 days 
before such sale, or by posting of notice in at 
least five public p!aces at least 10 days before 
said sale. 








Man Who Obtained Diamond Rings on 
Forged Order from New York Con- 
cern Fleads Guilty—Woman Com- 

panion Will Stand Trial. 

Hugo Sissel, a watchmaker 34 years of 
age, and Regina Sissel, 29 years, both liv- 
ing at 2283 E. 82d St.. New York, were ar- 
raigned last week before Judge Swann in 
the Court of General Sessions on indict- 
ments charging grand larceny. 

It seems that on Jan. 15 last the two 
prisoners obtained three diamond rings 
worth respectively $64.55, $52.20 and $58.15 
from J. R. Wood & Sons, 170 Broadway, 
on memorandum. According to the con- 
cern, the woman presented an order for the 
rings on the  letter-head of Albert 
Kuenstler, 16 Lexington Ave., Passaic, N. 
J., which read: 

“Kindly give bearer. on memorandum 
three rings, platinum lined, size 64% with 
one-half carat stones, at different cost 
prices. Two of those stones can be a little 
imperfect.” 










































































J. R. Wood & Sons had a running ac- 
count with Kuenstler and the supposed 
order was honored without question. It 
was not until a considerable time after- 
ward that it was ascertained that Kuenst- 
ler did not order the goods. 

The two Sissels were then arrested. The 
woman said: “I got the property but did 
not know what the letter contained.” Sis- 
sel admitted getting the rings. 

Sissel entered a plea of guilty when 
arraigned before Judge Swann and was 
remanded for sentence May 21. The 
woman, who entered a plea of not guilty, 
will be tried. 
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Students of New York Evening High 
School for Men Hold Annual 
Exhibition. 

The annual exhibition of the work of the 
students of the New York Evening High 
School for Men, Tenth Ave. and 459th St., 
New York, was held last Wednesday even- 
ing, at which time the various departments 
of the school exhibited specimens of the 
work done during the past year. Of par- 
ticular interest to the jewelry trade was 
the work of the arts and crafts class. 

There were many handsome pieces dis- 
played, including work in silverware, gold, 
platinum and hammered brass. Mr. Dulk, 
in charge of the class, showed the visitors 
the various stages of the work from the 
designing to the actual making. The work 
of the students during the past year is 
notable both in design and workmanship. 
There were many kandsome brooches of 
gold with filigree work which attracted 
great attention. Among the pieces exhib- 
ited were rings, stick pins, hair ornaments, 
la vallieres and necklaces wrought in both 
gold, silver and platinum. The work was 
done entirely by the students even to the 
polishing and cutting of the stones with 
which these ornaments were set. 

The class room is equipped with all the 
necessary machinery, including an enamel- 
ing furnace which was recently installed, 
and has all the facilities of a modern manu- 
facturing jewelry plant. 

The specimens of hammered brass exhib- 
ited were of particularly pleasing design 
and the workmanship was excellent, the 
students showing marked improvement in 
their work during the past year. The Louis 
Tiffany medals which are given by Mr. 
Tiffany each year were awarded during 
the evening to the students who, in the 
opinion of the committee, had accomplished 
the best work. The gold medal was 
awarded to John Ruppe and Tames T vnch 
received the bronze medal. Their work was 
principally in gold and silver jewelry. 

Mr. Dulk announced that the Board of 
Education intends to open an Industrial 
Art School of Arts and Crafts, which will 
be located on 42d St., east of Third Ave., 
and all the equipment which is now at the 
Tenth Ave. institution will be moved there. 

J. S. Haley, who has taken considerable 
interest in the work of the class, recently 
returned from abroad, where he has stud- 
ied conditions in the industrial schools in 
Germany and Austria, and the new school 
which is to be established will be mod- 
eled after those in Europe. It is expected 
that the new school will open in September.

Alexander Lelong and Alexander Linnett. 
The large number who attended filled the 
house to overflowing and the sidewalks in 
the vicinity were crowded. 

Since Mr. Lebkuecher’s health became 
poor several years ago he has been grad- 
ually losing strength. Recently he had 
several severe attacks which confined him 
to his bed. These so sapped his remaining 
vitality that he was not able to rally from 
the last one on Monday, when he sank into 
unconsciousness. He did not regain his 
senses and death came quietly and pain- 
lessly the next day. 

Mr. Lebkuecher was in his 69th year, 
having been born in Baden, Germany, Feb. 
9, 1844. When he was four years old his 
parents came to this country, and since 
that time Newark has been his home. Sur- 
viving him are his widow, Mrs. Louise B. 
Lebkuecher, and two sons, Frank A. and 
Carl L. His widow was his second wife, 
formerly Mrs. Louise Berger. His first 
wife, Miss Mary Hayden, of Phillipsburg, 

married July 20, 1878. She died in 
1893. 

A large part was played by Mr. Leb- 
uecher in the life of the city in which he 
lived practically all his life, his activities 

)vering many lines. He was of a high 
‘pe of citizenship and served well his 
‘tate and city, besides taking an important 
lace in business, social and fraternal cir- 


es. 


He was educated in the grammar and 
high schools of Newark. On graduating 
from the latter, in 1860, he was apprenticed 
in the manufacturing jewelry business, and 
on the completion of his apprenticeship se- 
cured a position in New York where he 
was employed by Smith & Ford, 24 John 
St., as a clerk. At the formation of the 
firm of Ford & Mulford, in 1866, he and 
his cousin, George Krementz, who had 
also heen with Smith & Ford, organized the 
jewelry manufacturing firm of Krementz 
& Co., with which he was connected until 
his death. From small beginnings this 
company has grown until it is one of the 
largest jewelry concerns in Newark. He 
has not been actively engaged in business 
since his health gave out five years ago. 

Mr. Lebkuecher was a member of the 
Board of Trade of Newark, and at a special 
meeting of the directors of the board on 
Wednesday night appropriate resolutions 
concerning his death were passed. 

He was vice-president of the Union Na- 
tional Bank, a director in the Franklin 
Savings Institution, and a member of the 
14th Ward Building and Loan Association, 
The fraternal and social organizations to 
which he belonged included the German 
Pioneer Society, the Eintract and Arion 
Singing societies, the Royal Arcanum, the 
Essex Club and Oriental Lodge, F. and 
A. M. 

In politics Mr. Lebkuecher was a Re- 
publican, though he never took an active 
part until the mayoralty election of 1894, 
when, because of dissension among the 
factions of his party, he was persuaded to 
run as a compromise candidate, and at the 
April election was elected Mayor, defeat- 
ing his Democratic opponent, James N. 
Seymour, by a plurality of 4,795. 

Mr. Lebkuecher at once put into oper- 
ation his plan to run the city on a more 
economical basis. He saw no reason why 
principles of economy and good manage- 
ment, such as he knew were not needed 
in the business world, if success were to 
be assured. There was some dissatisfac- 
tion with this innovation, the politicians es- 
pecially being against him. In the elec- 
tion of 1896 he was defeated by Mr. Sey- 
mour by a plurality of 3,363. 

Six years later (1902) Mr. Lebkuecher 
was appointed a member of the Passaic 
Valley Sewerage Commission by Governor 
Murphy and became president of that body. 
From that time until the present year he 
served on this commission, giving freely of 
his strength and ability to the work, suc- 
ceeding well in the preliminary plans and 
bringing the work to the point of actual 
construction. 








Rudolph Barth, San Francisco, Cal., 
Makes An Assignment for the 
Benefit of Creditors. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 15.—Rudolph 
Barth, a retailer jeweler on Kearny St. 
has assigned to A. V. Davidson for the 
benefit of creditors. The assets are placed 

at about $3,500 and liabilities of $3,200. 

Mr. Barth has been in business here for 
many years. He was unsuccessful in 1903 
and went through bankruptcy, his estate 
paying 18 cents on the dollar. He later 
opened a store t 134 Sutter St., where he 
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was burned out. He then went into busi- 
ness at 1821 Fillmore St., and in 1909 
moved to his present address. 








Baltimore Police Charge Pawnbrokers 
with Operating Scheme to Dis- 
pose of Bogus Pledges. 


Battimore, May 16.—Following an in- 
vestigation of the business methods of the 
Reliable Loan Co., doing a pawnbroking 
business at 609 E. Baltimore St., the local 
detectives arrested Hyman Goldstein, pro- 
prietor; Moses Weinstein, manager of the 
pawnshop, and Samuel Williams, an al- 
leged “go-between,” charging the trio with 
conspiring to defraud by means of the issu- 
ance of bogus pledges. All three of the 
men were committed for the action of the 
Criminal Court by Justice Supplee at the 
Central police station yesterday, where the 
accused men were taken. Goldstein and 
Weinstein were released under $500 bond, 


_ while Williams was sent to jail, as he 


was unable to furnish security. 


Detective-Captain McGovern declared in 
the arrest of the trio a new scheme for 
the unwary was unearthed. On visiting the 
pawnshop to make a close investigation of 
its methods, the detectives found 17 bogus 
entries of pledges, and as a consequence 
they seized 18 diamond rings, valued in all 
at $1,500. It was last Wednesday that the 
methods of the men were brought to the 
detectives’ notice, when Williams went to 
George R. Obrecht, 514 Light St. and 
opened negotiations with him for the pur- 
chase of a pawn ticket for a diamond ring 
he valued at $225. The interest amounted 
to $22.50, and Williams said he was willing 
for a small sum to dispose of the ticket, 
which was on the Reliable Loan Co. and 
was dated Jan. 25. Mr. Obrecht became 
suspicious and told the man to return in 
about two days, and he would see then if 
he wished to take up the ticket. Mr. 
Obrecht then communicated with the detec- 
tives, who made a quiet investigation and 
had the ring mentioned in the pledge ex- 
amined by an expert, who said it was prob- 
ably worth only $90, while the pawnbroker 
said it was worth fully $225. 

Mr. Obrecht was advised by the detec- 
tives to purchase the ticket, and a marked 
$2 note was paid Williams. Detectives 
Armstrong and Day were near by and 
placed Williams under arrest, and the 
marked money was found on him at the 
station house. At the hearing the pledge 
books were offered as evidence, and the 
detectives testified that Weinstein had con- 
fessed that the 18 rings seized were entered 
on “fake” names. 

The ring offered as evidence was exam- 
ined by Louis Lesser, a diamond expert, 
who testified that it was worth $90. The 
ring called for a $225 loan, and with the 
interest it would have cost the holder $247.

| Successful Convention at Parkersburg. 











PARKERSBURG, W. Va., May 14—The 

ehth annual convention of the West Vir- 
inia Retail Jewelers’ Association was 
rought to a close yesterday afternoon at 
he Chancellor Hotel, and last night visit- 
ig delegates joined with the delegates to 
the sixth annual convention of the State 

\ptical Society, which opened last even- 
ng, with a smoker and banquet at the 
same hotel. 

Monday night the visiting delegates were 
ntertained with an automobile’ tour of 
the city and suburbs. 

Just before the final adjournment of the 
State Retail Jewelers’ Association the fol- 
lowing officers were elected: President, 
Senator Henry Zilliken, Wellsburg; first 
vice-president, W. T. Isensmith, Charles- 
ton; second vice-president, W. J. Lukens, 
Wheeling; third vice-president, A. B. Scott, 
Fairmount; fourth vice-president, James A. 
Wetherell, Parkersburg ; fifth vice-president, 
C. M. Wallace, Huntington; secretary- 
treasurer, Lloyd Erhard, Elkins. 

In the past it has been the custom for 
the same officer to act as secretary-treas- 
urer of both the jewelers’ association and 
the opticians’ association. It was decided, 
however, that this arrangement is unsatis- 
factory because of the great amount of 
work placed upon the shoulders of one 
man. Mr. Erhard agreed to accept the of- 
fice again in the one association. 

The delegate to the national jewelers’ 
convention at Chicago will be named later. 

The selection of the next meeting place 
of the association was not decided upon, 
the matter being left to a special commit- 
tee which will meet later and make a rec- 
ommendation. 

Just previous to the election of officers 
the report of the committee on resolutions, 
composed of Henry Zilliken, W. J. Lukens 
and O. V. Neal, was submitted and acted 
upon. 

The following is the report in full of the 
committee which was adopted by | the 
unanimous vote of the convention. 

Whereas, Misrepresentation in advertising 
threatens serious injury to the retail trade and 
such advertising is hurtful to the retailer, not only 
directly but also indirectly, through undermining 
public confidence in all advertising, and 

Whereas, If the line between true and false 
Statements in advertising is more clearly drawn 
the retailer himself will be able to place greater 
confidence in the advertising of manufacturers and 
ther wholesa'ers, and 

Whereas, The retailer cannot exert the influ- 
ence on his local paper to decline objectionable ad- 
vertising until he has set his own house in order 
in this respect, and 

Whereas, The beneficial results from  news- 
paper advertising would be greatly increased 
were a general reform instituted, now be it 

RESOLVED, That the West Virginia Jewelers’ 
\ssociation will continually exert its influence in 
behalf of gteater accuracy and sincerity in retail 
Store advertising, and will heartily co-operate in 
any praiseworthy effort looking to the enactment 
of such a law in West Virginia. 

Whereas, We recognize the necessity of a law 
to protect the legitimate manufacturers and retail 
jewelers from the many unscrupulous dealers 
who are misleading the people as to the quality of 
the goods they offer for sale, now be it 

ReEsotvep, That we, the West Virginia Retail 
Jewelers’ Association, assembled in convention 


in Parkersburg, W. Va., May 13, 1913, hereby 
endorse the bill for this purpose by the American 
National Retail Jewelers’ Association, known as 
Senate Bill No. 1556, and earnestly request the 
members of the House and Senate to give it 
their support. 

REsotveD, That we seriously object to any 
manufacturer advertising his goods at a price at 
which the retailer is unable to get a reasonable 
profit. 

We recommend that the retail jewelers of West 
Virginia adopt the folowing form on the back of 
all checks given out for repairs: 

WEE were -ertace is received for repairs 
on the express condition that if not called 
for and the repair charges paid within 90 
days from date the .......... is left with 
us, we shall have the right to dispose of 
ME sa et cee Ws for repair charges at public 
or private sale without further notice. 
Recognizing the benefit to be derived by the 

retail jewelers in joining this association, we 
hereby appeal to them to become members and 
give us their influence and support in our en- 
deavor for the betterment of the trade. 

Whereas, Divine Providence has seen fit to 
remove from our craft the president of the Amer- 
ican National Retail Jewelers’ Association, Steele 
F. Roberts, Pittsburgh, Pa., and 

Whereas, The jewelers of the United States 
feel they have lost a man who had their interests 
at heart as well as his own, a man who gave his 
best efforts to elevate the business of his choice, 
and give it the dignified position it deserves in 
the business world; therefore be it 

Resotvep, That the members of the Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association of West Virginia extend their 
hearty sympathy to the family of the deceased, 
and that a copy be spread upon the minutes of 
our association, and that a copy be sent to the 
family. 

Reso_vep, That the secretary send out a cir- 
cular letter to all jewelers in the State to con- 
tribute $1 to the Steele F. Roberts memorial fund. 

ResotvepD, That we think it detrimental to the 
best interests of the jewelry trade to value goods 
purchased from other jewelers. 

The membership fees were raised to $5 
a year. 

The report of Secretary-Treasurer Er- 
hard was received and approved, and Mr. 
Erhard was complimented on his work 
during the year. 

Among the addresses delivered during 
the closing sessions of the convention were 
those of W. L. Jones, Martinsburg, retir- 
ing president of the association; Col. John 
L. Shepherd, New York; Senator Henry 
F. Zilliken, Wellsburg, the incoming presi- 
dent; Lloyd Erhard, Davis, and W. L. 
Lukens, Wheeling. 

Following adjournment, the members 
were treated to a lecture by Professor 
Henry Stahl on his famous collection of 
Indian relics, which were displayed in the 
assembly hall. The members of the asso- 
ciation were greatly interested in the dis- 
play and they have made arrangements to 
have the collection on display at the an- 
nual meeting of the American National 
Retail Jewelers’ Association at Chicago in 
August. 

At the sixth annual meeting of the State 
Optical Society, which opened yesterday 
afternoon at the assembly room of the 
Chancellor, two of the features of the 
afternoon were the annual address by H. 
E. Eddy, Huntington, president of the 
State association, and the annual report 
of Lloyd Erhard, Davis, the secretary and 
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treasurer. Considerable other routine busi- 
ness was transacted. The meeting of the 
opticians ended this afternoon. This 
morning there was an address by H. N. 
Laban, Grafton, former president of the 
organization. In the afternoon the elec- 
tion of officers occurred, this being the last 
business to be transacted. 

The State Retail Jewelers’ Association 
is in fine shape financially, and the coming 
year gives every promise of being the best 
in the history of the association. The con- 
vention was one of the most successful 
ever held by the State organization. 








Jewelers of Birmingham, Ala., Enjoy

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Safe Robbers Visit Establishment of 
Sigmund Kohn, New York, and 
Escape With Valuable Loot. 
Burglars broke into the establishment of 
Sigmund Kohn, who conducts a diamond 
setting and jewelry repairing business on 
the second floor of the Knapp building, 41 
Maiden Lane, New York, some time be- 
tween 6.30 o’clock last Wednesday night 
and 6 o’clock the next morning; and, after 
ripping oven a small safe, escaped with 
platinum and gold jewelry, loose and 
mounted stones, including diamonds and 
pearls, a mesh bag made of gold and set 
with diamonds and sapphires valued at 
about $500, and other property which Mr. 
Kohn values at about $5,000. After break- 
ing open the safe the burglars took their 
loot to the fourth floor of the building, 
where they sorted it over, leaving behind 
a quantity of the least expensive articles 
and a number of empty trays and boxes 

which had been taken from the safe. 

According to Harry Bartel, a man about 
60 years of age, who has been employed as 
a watchman in the Maiden Lane district 
for 35 years, he was making his rounds 
in the building early Thursday morning 
when two masked men sprang from behind, 
threw him to the floor and bound ‘him. 
Then they carried him into a near-by va- 
cant office, where for more than an hour 
he struggled at his bonds and finally man- 
aged to wriggle free. He ran to the street 
and told Patrolman Stanley of what had 
happened. Stanley and the watchman ran 
back into the building, and on the second 
floor discovered that a window in the rear 
of the Kohn establishment, which opens 
upon a public hallway, had been broken 
and that the thieves had gained admittance 
to the shop in that way. 

Once within the establishment, the shades 
at the front windows which face on Maid- 
en Lane were drawn and the burglars pro- 
ceeded to “jimmy” open the safe, which is 
a small, old-fashioned one about four feet 
high and is located in the front of the 
office, a little distance from the workman’s 
bench. A hole about three-quarters of an 
inch in diameter was drilled in the upper 
left-hand corner of the door, and a sec- 
tional “jimmy” was then used to rip the 
door from its hinges. Once the heavy outside 
door had been removed, the burglars had 
no difficulty in obtaining access to the safe, 
as the inner door had been left unlocked. 
The police at first were of the opinion that 
an electric drill had been used upon the 
safe, but afterward changed their opinion 
when, on the floor above the looted office, 
a small hand “jimmy” and other burglar 
tools were discovered. 

Most of Kohn’s stock, both his own prop- 
erty and that entrusted to him for repair 
or alteration, was in the safe. The bur- 
glars emptied the whole of it out on the 
floor, together with papers stored inside. 
Then they unlocked the front door, gath- 
ered up their loot and climbed to the 
fourth-story vacant room, where they left 
their tools and the loot which they did not 
care to take away with them. 

When questioned by a reporter for THE 
Jeweters’ Circucar, Mr. Kohn said that he 
had left his place of business shortly be- 
fore 6 o'clock on the afternoon prior to 


the robbery, and that a workman and a 
young lady employed in the shop were the 
last to leave. When he returned the next 
morning at about 8.15 o’clock he learned 
that his establishment had been looted. He 
estimated his loss as approximately $5,000, 
and said that the recovered: property which 
had keen found on the fourth floor was of 
but little value, probably not more than 
$25. Mr. Kohn was robbed once before 
while in business at 1215 Broadway. That 
was in 1908, and at that time he sustained 
a loss of $2,500. He included in the stolen 
property diamond and jewelry mountings, 
pendants, brooches, pins, rings, loose dia- 
monds, a number of valuable pearls, chains 
and other jewelry. 

Lieutenant Detective Michael Summers 
and detectives from police headquarters 
started an investigation of the robbery 
early Thursday morning, and have been 
systematically following out every line 
which promised to develop a clue as to 
the identity of the robbers. A finger-print 
expert from police headquarters made a 
careful investigation of the safe, in the 
hope that photographs of finger prints 
could be secured, but his efforts were with- 
out result, and the police are of the opin- 
ion that the men worked with gloved 
hands, 

The superintendent of the building re- 
calls having seen a man carrying a satchel 
hanging about the building prior to the 
day the robbery was committed, and he 
was asked to go to police headquarters to 
see if he could identify the man from pic- 
tures in the Rogues’ Gallery. 

Bartel, the night watchman, after report- 
ing the robbery to the police, went to his 
home at Elizabethport, N. J. He was at 
work as usual the next night. His long 
service in the jewelry district has given 
him an excellent reputation. After the rob- 
bery had been committed, the burglars took 
the time to wash the grime from. their 
faces and hands. Several pearl-handled 
opera glasses, cigarette cases and pieces of 
silver were among the articles left strewn 
about the floor. 








Creditors File Bankruptcy Petition 
Against Goldsmith & Willner, 
New York. 

In the United States Court at New York 
Monday a voluntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed against Philip Goldsmith and 
Emanuel Willner, who compose the firm 
of Goldsmith & Willner, jobbers in jew- 
elry, 325 E. Houston St. The petitioners 
are the following creditors: Isidor Zagon, 
$107; Max Hoffman, $106, and Meyer Har- 
rison, $300. The liabilities are stated to be 
$6,000 and assets $750. 

Judge Holt appointed Abraham Suderov 
receiver of the firm, under a bond of $500, 
on application of William Jasie, who said 
that Mr. Willner told the creditors that he 
went to Conada on May 12 with $5,000 
worth of goods which were confiscated the 
next day by the Canadian authorities on 
the ground that they were brought into 
Canada without paying duty. 








H. L. Sargent, Salem, Mass., has moved 
to new and Jarger quarters near his for- 
mer Jocation. 
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Thieves Break Safe of Brooklyn Jew- 
eler and Get $7,000 Worth of Gems 
and Trinkets. 

Another bold burglary of a Brooklyn 
jeweler occurred Sunday, when jewelry 
and diamonds worth $7,000 were stolen 
between 9 o’clock and midnight from the 
jewelry store of Francis Xavier Langen 
Walter, doing business as Langen Walter, 
at 960 Flatbush Ave. The burglars, who 
forced open the inner compartments of a 
steel safe, got about $4,000 worth of unset 
diamonds, the remainder of the plunder 
consisting of rings and scarfpins. Several 
thousand dollars’ worth of other jewelry 
was left behind by the burglars, who took 
almost every diamond in the store. The 

police are working on the case. 

On Sunday Mr. Walter and his wife 
decided to spend the evening in the home 
of friends. When he went from the house 
at half-past 8 o’clock Mr. Walter left a gas- 
light burning over the safe, which stood in 
the center of the store, where it could be 
seen from the street. On returning home 
soon after midnight he noticed that the 
light had been extinguished. 

Making an investigation, Mr. Walter 
found the safe doors open and the inner 
compartment door hanging by one hinge. 
All of the jewelry trays were scattered on 
the floor. A door leading from a side hall 
and a door of a dumbwaiter were open. 
The inner compartment of the safe con- 
tained jewelry trays and a small steel re- 
ceptacle which locked with a key. In that 
receptacle Mr. Walter kept his unset dia- 
monds. Because the safe was out of order 
Mr. Walter ordered a new one four days 
ago, and it was due to arrive at his store 
this week. 

It is believed that the burglars entered 
the side hall and from there went into the 
cellar. By means of the dumbwaiter they 


pulled themselves up to the rear of the 


jewelry store, and it was easy to force the 
dumbwaiter door. Fingerprints on the 
trays and the safe were photographed by 
the police. 

Mr. Walter stated yesterday that he was 
not insured, nor was he a member of the 
Jewelers Security Alliance. 








No Hearings in Senate on Proposed 
Tariff Bill. 

WasuincTon, D. C., May 17.—The Pen- 
rose-La Follette amendment to instruct the 
Senate Finance Committee to give public 
hearings on the tariff bill was defeated in 
the Senate yesterday by a vote of 41 to 
36. Manufacturers and others whose busi- 
ness will be affected by the provisions of 
the bill have been endeavoring for weeks 
to have the Senate Finance Committee 
give them an opportunity to be heard in 
regard to tne various schedules, but the 
vote yesterday was another losing round 
in the fight which they have been making 
to have the Senate increase the rates. 

Following the defeat of the amend- 
ment, the motion of Senator Simmons to 
refer the bill to the Finance Committee 
was carried without a roll call. Senator 
Simmons said to-day he would not call a 
meeting of the committee to begin work

Mr. Loch believes that this 
fund will do more to perpetuate right feel- 
ing among the jewelers of the United 
States than anything else could accomplish, 
for the income will be used to further an 
interest that cannot fail to be beneficial to 
the entire trade. 








Involuntary Petition in Bankruptcy 
Filed Against Samuel Swaab, 
Detroit, Mich. 

Detroit, Mich., May 16—An involuntary 
petition in bankruptcy was filed in the 
United States District Court yesterday 
against Samuel Swaab, retail jeweler at 
138 Gratiot Ave. The petition was filed 
by creditors presented by the National 
Jewelers Board of Trade who held claims 
approximating $700. The assets approxi- 
mate $6,000, according to an inventory 
which has been completed, and the liabili- 
ties amount to about $16,000, of which 

$4,000 is to relatives. 

As reported recently in THe JEWELERS’ 
CircuLar, Mr. Swaab, prior to the filing 
of the petition in bankruptcy, made an 
offer of 15 per cent. to creditors. The Na- 
tional Jewelers Board of Trade sent its 
special investigator from New York to 
this city and has succeeded in raising the 
offer from 15 per cent. to 20 per cent., 
which is made as a composition in bank- 
ruptcy. The representative of the Board 
learned that the debtor claims that he has 
been defrauded by a man who won his 
confidence and who proposed to go into 
business with him. This man, according 
co Mr. Swaab, disappeared on Feb. 22, 
taking with him a quantity of diamond 
merchandise belonging to the jeweler. 
Swaab swore out a warrant for his arrest, 
but the authorities were unable to locate 
him. 

The petition in bankruptcy was filed dur- 
ing the course of negotiations for a com- 
mon law settlement. On May 15 the debtor 
was arrested on a writ of capias in a civil 
suit brought by L. L. Gray, New York. It 
is alleged in the paners filed by*this cred- 
itor that Swaab obtained goods by misrep- 
resentation. Swaab was compelled to give 
bail of $1,000 to appear at the trial in the 
civil suit. 








The firm name of the Otto Jewelry Co., 
Houston, Tex., has been changed, and in 
the future the business will be conducted 
under the name of Otto & Bammel at the 
old address. 
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National Jewelers Board of Trade 
Answers Questions as to Violation 
of Stamping Laws. 

Attention was called in a recent issue to 
work being done by the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade in the way of explaining 
to the manufacturers and dealers the appli- 
cation f the stamping law as applied to 
certain articles of various kinds. Since 
then the Board issued a circular letter in 
reply to a number of inquiries, which was 
prepared by the Good and Welfare Com- 
mittee, and based on the opinion of its 
counsel and the decisions of the courts in 
the cases that have come up at various 
times that it has instituted. 

The letter covers a number of points 
that have been the subject of considerable 
discussion and debate in the manufactur- 
ing trade. It reads: 


A Repty By tHe Goop ann WELFARE COMMITTEE 
OF THE NATIONAL JEWELERS BoarD OF TRADE 
rO INQUIRIES AS TO WHETHER CERTAIN Specr- 
FIED ARTICLES ARE Mabe IN VIOLATION OF 
THE STAMPING Laws. 


A Gotv Bracetet (stamped with a mark indi 
cating the karat fineness). 

Containing concealed any base metal, or flushed 

inside with solder or other base metal, for any 

purpose, must when tested for fineness be assayed 

as a whole with all such base metal and solder 

included. 


A Hat Pin (stamped with a mark indicating the 
karat fineness). 

Having prong of base metal, colored, gilded, 
incased in hollow gold wire or otherwise made to 
appear of gold, must have such base metal prong 
included in the assay when tested. But if the 
head is stamped, and the prong or pin is clearly 
of base metal, not apparently of gold, then such 
prong will not be included in the assay. 

A Tie Ctasp (stamped with a mark indicating 
the karat fineness). 

But with spring of base metal either concealed, 
or colored, plated or otherwise made to appear of 
gold, must have the spring included in the assay 
when tested, but if the spring is open to view 
and clearly seen to be of base metal, it will not 
be included in the assay. 

Cicar Cutters (stamped with a mark indicating 
the karat fineness). 

The same ruling applies as to their steel blades. 
TaBLeE Knives AND CurtTLery, ARTICLES WITH 

Sirver HanpLes (stamped to indicate sterling, 
coin or solid silver). 

If the handle and blade be apparently of silver 
with nothing to indicate that the blade or steel 
part is not of silver, the mark on the handle will 
be considered to cover the whole article, and the 
entire article must be assayed as a whole to de- 
termine the quality or fineness. But if the blade 
or steel part is clearly not of silver, and that 
fact is indicated by its appearance or by a mark, 
then a proper assay would include only the 
handle with such amount of solder as is used 
to secure the tang, which will be considered part 
of the blade. 

This ruling applies to button hooks, nail files, 
shoe horns and similar articles. 

The above answers relate solely to the partic 
ular articles enumerated. The committee will not 
answer hypothetical questions, but will confine 
itself to specific cases where the articles and 
stamp have been submitted. 

One principle may be applied to all cases; that 
is, an article as a whole will be required to assay 
as indicated by the stamp it bears, unless the 
base metal portion is clearly indicated or can be 
seen at a glance. The point to be determined is: 
Will the crdinary purchaser be deceived by the 
appearance of the article into believing that any 
part or parts are gold or silver when in reality 
they are not? If so, such part or parts as appear 
to be of gold or silver should be included in the 
assay or test. 

These opinions are in accordance with the New 
York and similar State laws as interpreted by 
our attorney in the light of the decisions in the 
cases that we have prosecuted.

Throughout the Trade. 

Lonpon, May 10.—The gem trade contin- 

es good, particularly in the rough diamond 

varket. The whole situation was well 
ummed up yesterday by the Financial 
ews of this city, which said: 

“The diamond industry did not require 
che extra fillip that has been given to Euro- 
sean trade by the practical settlement of 
-he near eastern question, as all through the 
dark days of political unrest the market 
held up with wonderful firmness. Nat- 
urally, however, the pending conclusion of 
peace has further strengthened the tone. 
The wheels of European trade and indus- 
try will again begin to revolve at their 
normal pace, hoarded money will be re- 
leased; people again breathe freely, and 
are turning once more to their old interests 
and enjoyments. In times of war and 
threats of war there is an instinctive re- 
trenchment in expenditure. With money 
being freely spent again, luxuries like dia- 
monds are bound to receive their usual 
share of attention, and probably the pur- 
chases held up or postponed during the 
period of suspense will now be executed. 
In the last few months the demand for the 
stones has come from countries outside of 
Europe, but now it is expected that the 
continental trade in the gems will become 
particularly buoyant. ; 

“Under such influences as these the of- 
fering by the London Diamond Syndicate 
of the-high class production of the Jagers- 
fontein Mine was attended by instantaneous 
success. Owing to their quality, the 
Jagers’ stones are always in great favor. 
Next week the syndicate will market the 
output of the Bultfontein Mine. The Pre- 
mier .Co. has also been showing during the 
present week, and has been able to sell 
very freely. 

“The continuance of the rise in prices of 
the lower qualities of diamonds is the out- 
standing feature of the trade. As ‘nas 
been pointed out on many occasions, this 
is of great importance to the producing 
companies, whose output contains a large 
proportion of the commoner classes of 
goods. 

“In the last few days the Antwerp mar- 
ket has experienced a few small failures, 
but these will have absolutely no effect 
whatever on business in brilliants in that 
city. 

“The market has responded well to the 
favorable political news. ‘No difficulty is 
encountered in disposing of all diamonds 
produced, and, with continually higher 
prices being commanded, the producer’s 
profit must correspondingly increase, re- 
sulting in bigger dividends.” 








Robbers Visit Jewelry Store at Medicine 
Hat, Alta., and Escape with $5,000 
Worth of Loot. 

MepIcInE Hat, Alta., May 14.—The po- 
lice of this section are trying to find a 
clue which will lead to the arrest of the 
tobbers who on the night of May 8 entered 
a rear window in the store of Stoddard & 
Nicholson and escaped with $5,000 worth 
of jewelry. 


The band was playing in front of a near- 
by theater at the time and a. large crowd 
had collected. While one man stood in 
front of the store on guard another com- 
mitted the robbery. 

The robbers selected only the more valu- 
able goods. They got away before any 
alarm was given. 








Jewelers Warned to Beware of Check 
Swindlers at Work in Pittsburgh, Pa. 

PittspurGH, Pa., May 17.—Check swin- 
dlers are at work in Pittsburgh, and one 
man had a very narrow escape in Sam F. 
Sipe’s place yesterday. The man hailed 
from Buffalo, and was undecided as to 
whether he wanted a $350 or an $800 dia- 
mond. The man who entered his place 
handed Mr. Sipe a card, which was a note 
from a friend of Mr. Sipe’s setting forth 
that the man wanted some goods; but 
while Mr, Sipe was waiting on the fellow 
he received a telephone message that his 
friend’s friend was no good, and that a 
300 check which he had cashed for the 
man was no good and to hold him. Mr. 
Sipe pressed a button leading to detective 
headquarters and several sleuths were soon 
on the scene. The man was taken to Cen- 
tral Station, but, as he made good to the 
friend who had the check cashed, there was 
no prosecution. 

M. P. Boggs, of the East End, had a 
narrow escape from being swindled a few 
days ago. A young man presented a certi- 
fied check for $125 which it was after- 
wards discovered had been raised from $25, 
this check and $50 cash being offered in 
payment for the purchase of jewelry to the 
amount of $175. Mr. Boggs, however, be- 
came suspicious and went to the bank which 
had certified the check, and there made the 
discovery, but the man was compelled to 
return the goods. The bank refused to 
prosecuce the man, and Mr. Boggs said 
that since the bank would not do so he 
did not believe that he should go to the 
trouble of piling up expense on himself to 
make the information, since he says that 
he has been informed that the man is now 
under arrest on a charge of embezzlement 
and that if this is true he will be amply 
punished.

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The E. W. Hill Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., 

Petitions Court for Appointment of 

a Receiver. 

PitrspurGH, Pa., May 17.—The E. W. 
Hiil Co, is in the hands of a receiver. E. 
W. Hill, president of the company, went 
into Common Pleas Court this morning 
and in a petition set forth that the condi- 
tion of the financial affairs of his house 
are such that the best interests of the 
creditors would be subserved by the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. The court named 
James W. Grove, of the Monongahela Na- 
tional Bank, to act in that capacity, and 
Mr. Grove furnished a bond in the sum 
of $15,000 to comply with the obligations 
imposed. 

The assets of the concern are placed at 
$60,000 and the liabilities at $35,000. The 
petition filed sets forth that the appoint- 
ment of a receiver was authorized at a 
meeting of the directors of the concern. 
The bill also states that suits are threat- 
ened, and that if these suits were entered 
it would dissipate the funds of the con- 
cern. When seen by THE JEWELERS’ Crircu- 
LAR correspondent and asked for a state- 
ment concerning the financial difficulties of 
the company, Mr. Hill said that a state- 
ment is being prepared and that it will be 
sent to all of the creditors setting forth 
just what the condition of the company is. 

“We are going to make an appraisement 
of the stock the coming week,” said Mr. 
Hill, “and until that is done I cannot say 
just what we will do. Of course, the first 
thing in order will be an effort on our 
part to try and pay off the creditors, It 
may be possible that we will conduct a 
clearance sale or something of that sort 
in order to raise the money. But we will 
make our position clear in the letter that 
will be sent out to our creditors.” 

The E. W. Hill Co. succeeded Goddard, 
Hill & Co., the oldest wholesale jewelry 
house in Pittsburgh. At the time of 
George W. Goddard’s death Mr. Hill con- 
ducted a sale and raised sufficient money 
to pay every creditor in full, and then 
organized the E. W. Hill Co., taking intw 
the concern some of the old employes of 
the company. The company is incorpo- 
rated. It is believed that if sufficient time 
is given that everything will come out 
advantageously for the creditors. Mr. Hill 
says that the whole difficulty is to get 
ready cash to carry on the business; that 
collections have not been good, and that 
he is of the opinion that they will be able 
to weather the storm if given the proper 
opportunity. The action taken asking for 
the appointment of a receiver was done 
after due deliberation and in the interest 
of the creditors, for it is said that there is 
little doubt that if the claims are not 
pressed the house will come out of its 
difficulties with the same high standing it 
has always maintained.

the store with the tray of valuable stones. 
Although alone in her fight with the rob- 
ber after she had seen him stealthily grasp 
the case of diamonds, she clung to his coat- 
tails as he raced through the aisles of the 
store until forced loose at one of the en- 
trances. 

The plucky girl did not give up her 
chase, although exhausted in her struggle 
with the thief. She staggered to the street 
and notified Patrolman Thomas Jonnson 
of the robbery, 

Crowds from the store and the street 
had gathered, and it was feared that the 
robber would escape. The patrolman saw 
the man running north on W. Water St. 
and started in pursuit in an automobile. 
Through alleys and side streets the chase 
continued to 5th and Poplar Sts., a distance 
of about 10 blocks, where the fellow was 
arrested, just as he threw away the dia- 
monds. They were recovered, however. 

At police headquarters the man said he 
was Clay Ryman, aged 31, of Louisville, 
Ky. The police were confident that Ryman 
had an accomplice, whom the department 
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unassuming young woman, who does not 
think that she did anything unusual in 
preventing the escape of the thief. 

“IT have been at the store for three years,” 
said Miss Marks.

Charles H. Holyland Co., Pittsburgh, 
Pa., Offers Creditors 25 Cents on 
the Dollar. 

PiTTsBURGH, Pa., May 17.—The Charles 
H. Holyland Co., of which Chas. H. Holy- 
land, one of the most popular young jew- 
elers in Pittsburgh, is president, is offering 
creditors 25 per cent., and all of the Pitts- 
burgh creditors have agreed to accept. 
When Mr. Holyland was asked by THe 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR correspondent for a 
statement, he said that he preferred what- 
ever was said to come from A. I. Boyle, his 
counsel. 
“We have sent out a letter to the cred- 
itors,’ said Mr. Boyle, “detailing the situa- 
tion, and the understanding is that unless 
all the creditors accept, the offer will not 
be made good. The money to make the: 
settlement has been deposited in bank with 
that understanding, relatives having come 
to Mr. Holyland’s assistance. W. O. Har- 
rison and Mr. Auhl, of the Geo. B. Barrett 
Co., have appraised the stock, which they- 
value at $3,439 and the fixtures at $315. 
The liabilities are about $10,000. There. 
is a preferred claim of rent for $600 which 
is due the owner of the ‘Bessemer building, 
in which place the business house is situ- 
ated. If Mr. Holyland is forced into bank- 
ruptcy this would have to be met, as well 
as an exemption of $300 under the bank- 
ruptcy laws, and I think that the interests. 
of all concerned will be served best by 
them accepting the offer. I took the mat- 
ter up with Mr. Ruslander, of Pittsburgh, 
who represents the Manufacturing Jew- 
elers’ Board of Trade here, and those whom 
he represents are willing to accept. The 
letters which I have received contain words 
of sorrow that Mr. Holyland should have 
gotten into financial difficulties, and, al- 
though I have known him but a few years, 
he appears to be a man who has an un- 
limited number of friends, many of whom 
have offered to not only help him now but 
also in the future.” 
Mr. Holyland is an engraver, and before 
he went into the jewelry business for him- 
self several years ago he conducted an en- 
graving establishment. He opened up his 
retail store at the time that the Marsh- 
Brown-Mather Co. did away with the re- 
tail end of its business and moved next to 
this concern in the Bessemer building. 
There is every indication that all of the 
creditors will accept Mr. Holyland’s offer, 
which Mr. Boyle says is a very fair one, 
based on actual conditions as he found 
them.

In connection 
with Mr. Meacham he was in business 
under the name of Sercomb & Meacham. 
In 1900, when the combination of various 
silverware companies was effected, he be- 
came the general agent for the Interna- 
tional Silver Co. at Chicago. At one time 


he owned a silver repair business under 
the name of the Sercomb Co., but discon- 
tinued that a few years ago. 

Deceased is survived by a widow and 
two sons, Albert Adam Sercomb and Henry 
Hiland Sercomb, the former being in the 
Chicago office and the latter in the Ham- 
ilton, Ont., office of the International Sil- 
ver Co. 

The Chicago Jewelers’ Association, at a 
special meeting, passed resolutions of re- 
gret at Mr. Sercomb’s death and ordered 
an engrossed copy to be sent to his widow. 

Mr. Sercomb was a member of Apollo

quette clubs. He was ex-president of the 
Chicago Jewelers’ Association and the 
North Side Club, and a member of the 
Home Club, of Meriden, Conn. 


For 35 years Mr. Sercomb held the re- 
spect and love of all the trade. Always 
good natured and cheerful, he had a cheer- 
ful word for everyone and endeared him- 
self to his friends by his kindly ways. His 
death is a deep loss to all who knew him.

Bill Introduced Into Congress to Tax

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Philadelphia Jeweler’s Guild to Ask 
Tax on Visiting Manufacturers 
Who Sell at Retail. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 17.—Placing a 
prohibitory tax or at least a revenue pro- 
ducing tax on manufacturing jewelers who 
come to this city and show goods to the 
private trade, is one of the main objects 
of the recently organized Jeweler’s Guild. 
It is the purpose of the new organization 
to prepare an ordinance which will in due 
time be presented to Councils, and will 
exact a license fee of ample proportions 
on manufacturing jewelers, who sell direey 
to private trade by means of the hotel 
sample room plan. 

Heretofore the retail jewelers in this city 
have had no protective organization. Since 
the Jeweler’s Guild now includes some 50 
or 60 of the leading jewelers in this city 
who do a strictly retail business, the inva- 
sion of their trade by the hotel manufac- 
turing jeweler from other cities was the 
prime factor in bringing about the organ- 
ization. 

Officials of the guild say it has been the 

practise of manufacturing jewelers who 
come to this city, for years, to go to the 
leading hotels, engage a sume of rooms, 
and then send out invitations to wealthy 
trade, inviting them to come to the hotel 
and inspect the latest offerings and designs. 
A feature of this practise is the evasion 
of the mercantile tax laws. Thousands of 
dollars’ worth of goods are sold practically 
at retail in this manner, and from which 
the city derives no benefit. 
* On the other hand this method of doing 
business direct with the private trade is 
considered a discrimination against the re- 
tail dealers since it takes from them the 
cream of the trade, and at no expense to 
the manufacturing jeweler except his hotel 
bill and shipping expenses. 








Crook Implicated in Robbery of 
Rochester, N. Y., Jewelry Store 
Sent to Prison on Another 
Charge. 

Rocuester, N. Y., May 17.—Bert Donald- 
son, one of the yeggmen caught in a run- 
ning pistol fight in a Milwaukee, Wis., 
hotel for robbing Philip Present’s jewelry 
store last winter, has been sentenced to the 
United States prison at Atlanta, Ga., by 
Judge Hazel. Donaldson pleaded guilty in 
the United States Court to the charge of 
getting $94 on three forged money orders. 

He is to serve three and one-half years. 

When Donaldson was arraigned for sen- 
tence, after a plea of guilty, he sent a 
letter up to Judge Hazel, in which he 
begged for leniency, claiming that he was 
led to commit crime through the use of 
drugs, a habit he acquired when he learned 
that he had tuberculosis. 

Judge Hazel told Donaldson that the was 
a menace to society and that he was better 
off in prison. At Donaldson’s request he 
will be held in the county jail in Buffalo for 
one week before going to Atlanta to begin 
his sentence. 

The Government officials have several 
other charges against Donaldson, and when 
his term is up he will be returned to 
Rochester on the charge of robbing the 
Present store. 
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Joseph Hill, who was implicated with 
Donaldson in the Present burglary, is under 
a seven and one-half years’ sentence in 
Auburn prison.

Death of Albert Troller. 

Rockrorb, Ill., May 16—Albert Troller, 
widely known in the watch trade and a 
former superintendent of the Rockford 
Watch Co., died suddenly of heart failure 
Tuesday afternoon and the funeral took 
place this morning at 10 a. Mm. The finish- 
ing departments of the watch company shut 
down from 9:30 until! noon out of respect 
for the deceased and to permit the em- 
ployes to attend the services in a body. 

Mr. Troller was cne of the last of the 
old guard of the Rockford Watch Co., and 
his death, which was very sudden, has 
caused a great shock to his associates here. 
He collapsed on his return to the factory 
after lunch, and though he was hurried to 
the hospital at once, life was extinct when 
he reached that institution. 

Mr. Troller was born in Sarnia, Canada, 
April 18, 1853; he learned the watchmaking 
business in his youth and followed it 
throughout his life. As a young man he 
engaged in the jewelry business in Chicago, 
but the big fire of 1871 swept away his 
establishment and forced him to fall back 
upon his trade, at which he was an adept. 
From Chicago he went to San Francisco, 
where he took charge of a small watch 
factory, and later, rcturning to the middle 
established the Western Watch 
Co. at Grand Crossing. This did not prove 
a financial success, so Mr. Troller then 
came to Rockford and joined forces with 
the Rockford Watch Co. in 1882. 

His expertness and skill were immediate- 
ly recognized here as they have been 
throughout the watch trade of the coun- 
try, and he became the superintenden: of

From 
that time he has been head of the finish- 
ing department. In the latter capacity he 
was noted for his judgment of the finished 
product and did much to improve the time- 
keeping qualities of Rockford watches.

Mr. Troller is survived by two sons and 
two daughters, his wife having passed away 
about 10 years ago. He also has a brother 
and sister, the former being a jeweler in 
Milwaukee. 








Decimal Carat Indorsed at Eighth An- 
nual Conference on Weights and 
Measures. 

Wasuincoton, D. C., May 17.—Indorse- 
ment of the international carat was given 
by delegates at the eighth annual confer- 
ence on weights and measures, held this 
week at the Bureau of Standards. The 
committee on resolutions reported the fol- 
lowing, which was unanimously adopted by 

the conference: 

“RESOLVED, That this conference is in 
favor of the metric carat weight of 200 
milligrams to be adopted as the standard 


weight for precious stones.” 
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Man Accused of Swindling Jewelers by 
Sale of Bogus Elk Teeth on Trial 
at Lincoln, Nebr. 

Lincotn, Nebr., May 16.—The case in 
which the Government is endeavoring to 
prove that R. C. Boyer was using the mails 
to defraud was up for trial in the Federal 
Court here yesterday. Boyer is alleged to 
have sold fake elks’ teeth following solici- 
tations sent to prospective customers by 

mail. 

Witnesses were brought in from Seattle, 
Cincinnati, Red Lodge, Mont.; Cedar Rap- 
ids, Ia., besides Albert Edholm, C. E. Reese, 
Louis Boisen and M. Franks, from Omaha. 
The prosecuting attorney brought in wit- 
nesses from outside cities in an effort to 


show that Boyer had a system through 
which he sold teeth made from walrus 
tusks. 

Geo. Wetstine, Cedar Rapids, testified 


that his firm made a specialty of elk teeth 
jewelry and that he had received letters 
from Boyer in which the latter offered to 
sell 200 teeth for $2 each. He rejected the 
teeth, claiming they were all false. The 
case will be given to the jury very soon, 
when a verdict will be rendered. 

The man who gave the name of Ray C. 
Boyer was indicted there in May, 1912, on 
a charge of using the mails to defraud. 

Along with other jewelers Albert Ed- 
holm, Omaha, purchased a lot of the teeth, 
and an investigation by Mr. Edholm dis- 
closed the that the teeth were not 
genuine.

A quantity of these imitation teeth were 
brought to New York some time ago by 
three men who were in the Maiden Lane 
district and sold several well known con- 
cerns a large number of bogus elk teeth as 
genuine, representing that they had been 
found in Indian mounds on a_ western 
ranch. The “teeth” were sold so cheaply 
that the jewelers became suspicious and 
submitted a number of them to F. A. 
Lucus, of the American Museum of 
Natural History, who declared they were 
made from walrus teeth and _ artificially 
colored. 

The fraud was not discovered, however, 
until after the three men had left this city, 
and it was later reported that the lucrative 
traffic was being carried on with equal suc- 
cess in other cities. The bogus teeth were 
offered at $1 and $1.50 each, whereas jew- 
elers say a genuine elk tooth is worth from 
$5 to $25, according to size. 








Dan S. Park & Co., Cheyenne, Wyo., 
Offering Creditors 33 Fer Cent. 
CHEYENNE, Wyo., May 15.—Dan S. Park 
& Co. are reported to be insolvent and 
creditors are being offered 33 cents on the 


dollar. The firm claims stock of $5,800 
and fixtures $3,000. The liabilities are 
placed at $11,000. . 


Daniel S. Park is the proprietor of this 
business. He was originally in business at 
Colorado City, Tex. In September, 1900, 
he located at Denver, Colo., where he be- 
came associated with S. F. Barnhart, under 
the style of the Park-Barnhart Co. He 
succeeded Mr. Barnhart in 1902 and in 1907 
opened a retail store in this city. 
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Virginia Jewelers Hold Successful Convention. 


During Meeting at Roanoke Tiade Matters Are Discussed, Resolutions Adopted, Officers 
Elected and an Enjoyable Banquet Held. 











ROANOKE, Va., May 17.—The sixth an- 
nual convention of the Virginia Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association was brought to a close 
at noon yesterday after one of the most 
successful and enjoyable meetings ever held 
by the jewelers of this State. During the 
convention, which began Thursday morn- 
ing, matters of trade interest were dis- 
cussed, resolutions adopted and officers 
elected. Every delegate present at the con- 
vention was loud in praise for the splendid 
reception which was accorded the visiting 
jewelers. 

Thursday morning the jewelers were wel- 
comed by Mayor Moomaw, and President 
H, T. Silverthorn responded. The reports 
of the president, secretary and treasurer, 
and the appointment of committees and 
discussions occupied the remainder of the 
time. Thursday afternoon was given over 
to an automobile ride and to the viewing 
of exhibits. On Thursday evening a busi- 
ness session was held, followed py a ban- 
quet. Friday morning was devoted to the 
election of officers and the disposition of 
unfinished business. The convention was 
adjourned after selecting Petersburg as ‘the 
meeting place for next year. 


THURSDAY’S SESSION. 


The address of welcome by Mayor Moo- 
maw was a hearty one and assured the 
visiting jewelers that they would be treated 
with the utmost courtesy in every way, and 
he hoped they would enjoy themselves. He 
called attention to the strike, but said that 
it was proceeding on gentlemanly lines and 
would not interfere with them in any way. 

President Silverthorn responded in a hu- 
morous vein in which he laughingly spoke 
of the “boosting” tendency of the Roanoke 
people and told some anecdotes comparing 
Roanoke and Lynchburg. He said it was 
fitting that they should all come to the 


magic city of the great southwestern part of 
Virginia to deliberate upon things necessary 
for the success of the organization, and 
he felt that the atmosphere of enterprise 
would give inspiration to them in solving 
the questions as confronted. He thanked 
the Mayor most heartily for his generous 
and cordial welcome, and promised that the 
jewelers would take good care of the keys 
of the city while they were in their hands. 

J. P. Hennebry offered the hospitality of 
the Elks Club to tthe jewelers association 
after which President Silverthorn delivered 
his informal report on the annual conven- 
tion, as follows: 


PRESIDENT SILVERTHORN’S REPORT. 


I will say that I did not prepare any written 
report, but I am going to take great pleasure in 
reporting te you whet I saw and what I heard at 
the convention held et Kansas City last August 
by the National Jewelers’ Retail Association. 

It is a great organization, there is no doubt of 
that. The inspiration that some of us have re- 
ceived by attending this convention was well worth 
the trip. I see here present one of the delegates 
who attended with me. There were jewe'ers at 
that convention from all over the west. There 
were large jewelers and small jewelers, and I 
want to say that the small jewelers came away 
feeling as large as any of them. It was a broad- 
minded, enthusiastic gathering. There were be- 
tween 300 and 400 delegates and at least 40 ladies 
in attendance who were present at every session, 
and they seemed to enjoy the proceedings as much 
as their husbands, brothers, cousins, etc. We had 
a great time in every respect, and especially so as 
to entertainment. We had some of the most en- 
lightening experiences related that I ever heard. 

One of the greatest subjects discussed there was 
the abolishment of time stamping of goid filled 
watch cases. This is one of the greatest fakes put 
on the public. Manufacturers stamp their cases 
with the 20 and 25-year guarantee and go around 
the country selling to sma'l jewelers and 
cially to countiy jewelers. I see that law has gone 
into effect and hereafter there will be very few 
of those cases on the market. 

There were a good many resolutions passed there 
similar’ to the resolutions that were passed ,at 


espe- 


Lynchburg last year. 
1 do not know of any other report that I have 
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to make except that I now feel more fully the 
grave mistake you made in electing me to repre- 


sent you there 
I hope that when this convention convenes that 


you will have elected a president who will make 
this organization go forward from now on. 

The secretary's annual report showed that 
during the year there were 14 new mem- 
bers, six withdrawals, one by death, leav- 
ing a total membership of 80 with 13 mem- 
bers in arrears. 

After the reading of the minutes had been 
concluded President Silverthorn appointed 
as a committee on resolutions O. F. Rus- 
sow, Roanoke; E. H. Titmus, Petersburg, 
and Fred Koehler, Richmond. The reports 
of the standing committees were then called 
for, after which came the treasurer's re- 
port, showing receipts for the year of $974, 
expenses of $334 and a balance of $640. 

It was explained to the members that it 
was not thought necessary to have an elab- 
orate programme, and the meeting was 
thrown open for general subjects that the 
members might bring up. Various sugges- 
tions were made on the subject of strength- 
ening the organization, and several com- 
plaints by jewelers at the action of manu- 
facturers were taken up and acted upon. 
The question of the local clubs as a means 
by which active work could be done was 
discussed and it was resolved that the local 
associations be formed in towns that have 
none to-day. 

K. W. Thomas, of the Elgin National 
Watch Co., talked on organizations and 
showed how it was absolutely necessary for 
a body of men to organize if they wished 
to uplift themselves from their conditions. 
An interesting letter from Claude Wheeler 
on the question of fraudulent advertising 
was read, and the subject of legislation as 
to auction houses and other annoyances of 
the jewelers were discussed. 

At the afternoon session the president 
appointed as an auditing committee A. F. 
Jahnke, Jr., E. S. Green and D. Lumsden, 
and applications for membership were re- 
ceived. Col. John L. Shepherd, who had ar- 
rived crrmg the morning session, was in- 
troduced, and gave an interesting talk un- 
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der the head of “Some Suggestions,” in 
which he took up many topics but dwelt 
particularly on the necessity of organiza- 
tions in towns and cities. This was fol- 
lowed by the passing of a resolution that 
the association recommending the forming 
of local jewelers’ clubs in every city and 
town in the State to be subordinate to the 
State organization. 

Another resolution passed, which was on 
the death of Steele F. Roberts, was as fol- 
lows: 

Whereas, Divine Providence has taken from our 
midst our esteemed and loyal president, Steele F. 
Roberts, of Pittsburgh, Pa., and 

Whereas, The jewelers throughout the United 
States have lost a true and honest friend whose 
sole object was to uplift our cause and elevate the 
jewelry business to a higher plane; 

RESOLVED, That the members of the Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association, of Virginia, extend our hearty 
sympathy to the family of the deceased, a copy to 
be spread upon the minutes of said association and 
a copy to be sent to the family. 

The auditing committee then reported 
the books to bein perfect order and the 
members discussed various topics, among 
them the bills before the Legislature of im- 
portance to the jewelry trade and the bills 
that should be introduced. The organiza- 
tion went on record to the effect that it was 
opposed to practise of valuation of goods 
without charge by the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

RESOLVED, That the Virginia Jewelers’ Associ- 
ation is opposed to the practise of valuation of 
goods without charge, and request all local asso- 
ciations to pass resolutions regarding this evil. 

The session also resolved that the asso- 
ciation take active steps to have the Legis- 
lature pass a fraudulent advertising bill 
similar to’ that passed by the Wisconsin 
Legislature. An adjournment was then 
taken until Friday morning. 

At five o’clock about 30 of the visitors 
were taken in automobiles from the Watt 
and Clay building to the Ponce de Leon 
Hotel, where a group picture was made. 

From under the shadow of the camera 
the party went for a tour of the West End 
section, including Ghent, Virginia Heights 
and Raleigh Court, returning to Crystal 
Springs by way of Campbell Ave. and Jef- 
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ferson St. about 6:30. At seven o'clock a 
trip was begun up the incline of Mill 
Mountain. Unfortunately, the rain of. the 
afternoon had left the atmosphere heavy 
and foggy, preventing the sightseers hav- 
ing anything like proper benefit of the mag- 
nificent view usually to be had from the top 
of the mountain. 

Even with the unfavorable conditions, 
however, every member of the party was 
delighted with the trip and none said he 
ever had seen a more pleasing sight than 
the veiled mountains visible before night- 
fall, and the myriad of electric lights spread 
out in the valley afterward. 

After resting a quarter of an hour around 
the observation tower the party began to 
feel the effects of the chill night air and 
sought shelter at Rockledge Inn. Dinner 
was not scheduled to be served until 8715 
and the visitors entertained themselves in 
reminiscences, renewal of acquaintances 
and listening to music of piano and violin. 

THE BANQUET. 

A more delightfully informal and thor- 
oughly enjoyable affair than the banquet 
at the Inn never has had a place on Roa- 
noke’s social calendar, and Mr. Hutchison 
probably never bade farewell to a more 
jovial company than that which left his 
hospitable board on the crest of Mill Moun- 
tain at 11 o’clock Thursday evening, 

“Informal” is not a stock phrase in this 
instance. Truly the informality of the 
evening was its chief charm, aside from 
the highly entertaining after-dinner 
speeches from men prominent in public 
life in Roanoke and in retail jewelry cir- 
cles throughout the State. 

At the appointed hour, the company, 
augmented by half a dozen or more late 
arrivals, seated themselves about the dainty 
table extending almost the entire length 
of the north plaza of the inn. President 
Silverthorn, as toastmaster, occupied a 
seat near the center of the table on the 
south, where he could look down on the 
city, while Judge W. R. Staples, the prin- 
cipal speaker of the evening, had a place 
on the toastmaster’s right. Mayor C. B. 
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Moomaw occupied the chair on Mr. Silver- 
thorn’s left. 

As to service and menu nothing was mis- 
sing. Manager Hutchison seemed to have 
taken special pride in his arrangements for 
entertaining the jewelers and his efforts 
were fully justified by results. Grace was 
asked by the presiding jeweler, after which 
every one seated at the board seemed to re- 
lax for three hours of genuine pleasure and 
instruction.

Along about the Smithfield ham period 
of the menu, Mr. Silverthorn decided 
things were becoming a trifle dull, because 
of the plethora of physical and dearth of 
mental refreshment. Hence he called on 
Col. J. L. Shepherd, who entertained the 
diners for a quarter of an hour with 
splendidly worded treatises on literature, 
sociology and opportunities. He was im 
turn jovial, serious and earnest; being ap- 
plauded to the echo. 

Mayor C. B. Moomaw was the next 
speaker introduced. The Mayor spoke in 
a humorous vein principally, but took occa- 
sion to impress on his hearers that Roa- 
noke, like the general run of youngsters, 
knows how to take care of herself and 
does so. 

R. A. Farley, Baltimore, next responded 
to invitation from the toastmaster. Mr. 
Farley impressed the jewelers with the 
value of organization, especially in the re- 
tail trade, and suggested some novel meth- 
ods of organization. 

A. F. Jahnke, Jr., Richmond, the next 
to respond to the toastmaster, boosted Mr. 
Farley’s organization ideas, boosted the as- 
sociation, boosted Richmond on _ the 
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strength of the splendid entertainment she 
had accorded the American National Jew- 
‘elers’ Association when they met there, In 
fact, Mr. Jahnke was in a boosting mood. 
He boosted Roanoke and the committee 
which had arranged the features of enter- 
tainment during the convention, and in turn 
was boosted heartily when he took his seat. 

B. J. Prissman, Baltimore, spoke briefly 
in thanking the association for the splendid 
reception to visiting representatives of job- 
bers and manufacturers. 

As the last speaker of the evening, Judge 
W. R. Staples was next introduced. The 
judge opened his address in a jovial vein 
and closed it in a similar way, but between 
the extremes he gave his hearers some 
splendid advice, entertained them with 
quips at the expense of speakers who had 
preceded him; sketched what the jewelry 
profession had done for the development 
of the world of art and industry. 

Colonel Shepherd came in for a good 
share of Judge Staples’ jest because of an 
original poem the Colonel had read on op- 
portunity, on the strength of which he was 
designated “poet laureate’ of the evening. 
Judge Staples concluded his talk at 10:45, 
and to the-accompaniment of a lusty rendi- 
tion of “Auld Lang Syne,” the diners dis- 
banded and prepared for the descent to the 
‘city. Every one present had nothing but 
expressions of pleasure for the entertain- 
ment afforded them all through the evening.

| Manufacturing Jewelers’ Association of Newark Holds 
| Annual Dinner at Which Trade Questions Are Discussed. 




















Newark, N. J., May 20.—The second 
vinual dinner of the Manufacturing Jew- 
lers’ Association of Newark was held last 
vening at the Washington, Broad St. and 
\Vashington Pl. that city, and about 65 
members of the association were present. 
The dinner was scheduled fcr 7.30, and 
promptly at that hour the jewelers assem- 
bled in the dining hall. They had gathered 
at the hotel, however, some time before the 
hour set and stood about the lobby dis- 
cussing trade questions. 

\fter a brief address of welcome by 
President Halsey Larter the members and 
guests devoted their attention to the excel- 
lent menu. During the dinner music was 
furnished, and officers and members had 
few thoughts of business as they joined 
heartily in singing many of the songs ren- 
dered. 

At the conclusion of the dinner and the 
arrival of coffee and cigars, the president 
announced that there would be _ several 
speakers who would discuss various sub- 
jects appertaining to the trade. The first 


address was by Halsey Larter, who spoke > 


regarding the advancement of the associa- 
tion, and then suggested that it would be 
advisable to admit silversmiths to mem- 
bership, Secretary Harry Durand then 
read proposed amendments to the consti- 
tution regarding the admittance of silver- 
smiths and asked the members to vote 
upon it. It was unanimously voted that 
the proposed amendments should be made 
to the constitution. 

Woodward Booth, of the New England 
Manufacturing Jewelers’ Association, was 
the next speaker, and spoke regarding trade 
sociability and its advantages. He touched 
particularly upon what the association had 
accomplished in stamping law matters and 
of the importance of the proposed tariff 
laws, and what effect they would have 
upon the jewelry trade in general. He 
then mentioned the many trade abuses 
that existed and which the association was 
endeavoring so earnestly to abolish. The 
speaker recommended a federation of man- 
ufacturing jewelers and predicted that all 
the manufacturing jewelers’ associations in 
the country would in time be linked to- 
gether, which would prove of great ad- 
vantage to the trade. 

Albert N. Kohn, of Theo. A. Kohn & 
Son, New York, spoke on platinum work- 
ing and as to a standard for platinum, 
which is being agitated in the trade. He 
said there were various opinions regarding 
what should constitute the fineness of 
platinum and, according to authorities, 
.995 is the. average fineness. Mr. Kohn also 
made_some interesting remarks regarding 
substitutes for platinum which are used to 
a great extent in foreign countries, espe- 
cially in Germany. 

Robert W. Adams, the next speaker, 
dwelt principally upon the false stamping 
of gold and what the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade, the trade press and the 


jewelers’ associations had done to elimi- 
nate this fraudulent stamping. He said 
that the work of the good and welfare 
committee had accomplished a great deal. 
He also made a plea for the abolishment of 
the test stone, as it was not a true test. 

After the speaking the members devoted 
the rest of the evening until a late hour 
in discussing trade matters among them- 
selves.

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Fourth Annual Convention of New York State Retail

Atpany, N. Y., May 20.—The fourth 
annual convention of the New York State 
Retail Jewelers’ Association opened at the 
Hotel Ten Eyck here this morning with 
about 10 present, and everything points to 
one of the most successful conventions ever 
held by the State association.

I hope you may often give us 
the pleasure of your company.” 

Charles L. Sunderlin, in response, said, 
in part: 

“Speaking for the New York State Retail 
Jewelers’ Association, I wish to thank you 
most sincerely for the words of hearty 
welcome and trust our sojourn will prove 
most profitable and enjoyable.” 

The report of Secretary Benjamin Ash, 
Binghamton, showed that the association 
now has 302 members, an increase of 33 
since the last annual meeting.

The store of F. C. Hoffman, New 
Braunfels, Tex., was robbed one night re- 
ently of about $300 worth of jewelry.

in and out of an adjoining picture 
show, the intruder forced an entrance and 
escaped after ransacking the jewelry store. 

Joseph H. Linn, a member of the Linn 
Bros. Jewelry Co., Denison, Tex., and Miss 
Mary Sanford, also of Denison, were re- 
cently married at the parsonage of the 
Sacred Heart Cathedral at Dallas, Tex., by 
the Rey.

The groom is a 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Linn, and he 
and his brother have been in the jewelry 
business for several vears. 

Assistant District Attorney Louis H. 
Burns, New Ofleans, La., has filed a libel 
of information,against a quantity of jew- 
elry valued at about $1,000, said to have 
been smuggled through the port at New 
York some time ago. The jewelry was 
seized in November of last year by Special 
Agent Rowe and is now in the custody of 
the Colledtor of the port.

They 
had so little time in which to dress and 
get out of the building that they carried 
nothing with them. When they were able 
to return to their apartment they found 
that nothing had been damaged.

Lane calls attention to the point often 
emphasized ‘by this journal and the pro- 
tective associations that jewelers in large 
cities should do all they can to protect 
all their property by means of the more 
modern scientific appliances. No safe is 
burglar proof, so wherever possible the 
jeweler should have the safe itself pro- 
tected by electric alarms. One of the elec- 
tric ‘protection companies has been using 
the recent robbery as a means for adver- 
tising and distributing handbills, in which 
it calls attention to the fact that there 
are plenty of unprotected safes in the 
Maiden Lane district which give burglars 
a good chance to do business. The indis- 
criminate circulation of these handbills is 
unfortunate and is apt to cause comment, 
inasmuch as the chances of their falling 
into the hands of crooks and safe b!owers 
are not remote, and it is practically an in- 
vitation for the latter to get to work. The 
warning is all very well as far as it relates 
to the merchants who have not taken 
proper precaution, but the means by which 
it is given to the trade is at least subject to 
criticism. 





Frauds That ag- |" a snes to 
vertising Laws note the progress 


that is being made in 
Do Not Reach. 1). way of State leg- 


islation against fraudulent advertising and 
the general interest taken in the fight 
against the man who misrepresents his 
product either as to its quality, its value 
or in other ways that may act as an induce- 
ment to buyers. To the publishers and ad- 
vertising associations the principal credit 
for this legislation is due, but of the trades 
backing up the fight the jewelers were the 
first to take up the subject seriously, and 
their organizations have been of the great- 
est help in obtaining legislation to get rid 
of the advertising “faker.” The fight has 
only just been begun, but the movement 
has made such headway now that there is 
little doubt that in time the fraudulent 
advertiser will run such risks of prosecu- 
tion and conviction that he will desist. In 
New York, where one of the first adver- 
tising statutes of this kind was placed 
among the penal laws, convictions have 
already been obtained, one large store hav- 
ing been recently convicted simply because 
it represented an article as being worth a 
certain price which proved to be untrue, 
though its actual value may have been 
above the price at which it was advertised. 

However, there is a class of advertiser 
who no longer directly misrepresents in 
his advertising, but, drawing his adver- 
tisements with the aid of an attorney so 
as to keep within the advertising law, tells 
the truth in a way that creates a false 
impression, but doing almost as much harm, 
while acting within the law, as do those 
who violate it directly. There is one class 
antly termed “near jewelers,” whose duping 
of the public has often been commented 
upon in our columns. These people will 
take an imitation or scientific stone, to 
which they give a fancy name, mount it 
in gold or platinum, and even set it in 
conjunction with diamonds and offer it to 
the public as a special exclusive product 
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worthy of being classcd as a real gem. 
Some of these people in their advertise- 
ments will tell, and tell truthfully, the 
qualities of the ruby or sapphire repro- 
duced in a laboratory, showing that they 
have nearly all the properties of the natural 
gems, and then go to speak of their own 
“pearls,” “emeralds” or other stones in such 
a way as to make the public believe that 
these are actual synthetic gems, made in 
the same way and worthy of being classed 
with genuine precious stones. Mounting 
these gems as they do, and selling them in 
emporiums worthy of surrounding the fin- 
est jewelry, they often get prices as high 
or higher than the legitimate jeweler could 
get for real jewels. 

There is nothing in what they say that 
is untrue in the words used. It is the im- 
pression that they create upon the customer, 
who fails to see the gap in the logic of the 
advertisement and the incongruity between 
the imitation gems and the surroundings in 
which they are sold. The fault, therefore, 
is in the customer, and legally not in the 
dealer, but the deception is nevertheless 
actual, and the loss to the jewelry trade 
and to the public is large. 

There are also noted “price cutters,” 
who will advertise a watch or a diamond 
at a ridiculous price to get a customer into 
the store. When the customer asks for the 
article he is shown something that has just 
the qualities represented in the advertise- 
ment, but nothing more: is unworthy of 
being carried by a person of self-respect, 
and is of no use at all except to be used 
as the subject of an advertisement. But 
some of these people who lure customers 
into a store with a “bait” of this kind will 
immediately tell the intending purchaser 
that the article is trash, is not worthy to be 
sold and advise him (truthfully) that to 
purchase it would be a waste of money. 
Effort is made to get the customer to buy 
something of real merit, and at such times 
the so-called “price cutter” will obtain 
profits far beyond that which the ordinary 
legitimate jeweler ever expects to get for a 
similar product. 

A gold watch was recently offered in 
New York for $4. A representative of 
THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR went to the store 
and tried to buy one. He was shown an 
O size, open face lady's watch, “warranted 
14-karat.” He was told by the salesman 
that the case was thinner than paper; that 
the movement “wouldn't go,” and_ that, 
while it was worth more than the price 
asked, it was useless as a timepiece. It 
was with difficulty that the watch could be 
purchased, the salesman insisting that a 
hetter timepiece was much cheaper in the 
end, and could be bought at a proportion- 
ate advantage over other dealers’ prices. 
However, the watch was purchased, the 
assay made, and the gold found to be of 
the required fineness. Inquiry disclosed the 
fact that large numbers of people who had 
been lured to the store to buy this “bar- 
gain” had been induced to buy watches 
of merit at full or more than full prices, 
on the truthful representation that the pur- 
chase of the article advertised was simply 
a waste of money.

When no watch has 
been loaned, his red portion simply remains 
part of the tag retained by the customer as 
memorandum, having inserted the number 
of the watch left to be repaired. The jew- 
eler frequently forgets when véry busy to 
make a memorandum of the fact that a 
watch has been loaned, or, if a memoran- 
dum is made on the tag, it sometimes wears 
off or becomes illegible and thus a watch

such terms as mélée, melange, peekay, jagers, etc.! 
OLD SUBSCRIBER. 

ANSWER:—Diamond importers and cut- 
ters grade the stones from the mines at 
Kimberly as follows: 

(1) Fine white crystals. 

(2) Silver capes. 

(3) Fine capes. 

(4) Capes. 

(5) Fine by-waters. 

(6) By-waters. 

(7) Yellow. 

The only definitions of these terms are 
the terms themselves. A “silver cape” is a 
“silver cape,” or the quality of Kimberly 
stones next in grade to the “fine white 
crystals” and in grade just above “fine 
capes.” 

“Jagers” is a term used to denote stones 
from the Jagersfontein Mine; and while 
generally applied to fine blue-white stones, 
it also applies to all grades of gems taken 
from this mine. 

“Melee” is a term used to denote small 
stones running from 3/16 of a carat down 
to 300 to the carat. 

“Melange” is a term applied to a mixed 
assortment of sizes. 

“Peekav” is a term used to designate 
imperfect stones; as, for instance, a “Pee- 
kay” assortment, which would be made up 
of all imperfect gems. Some of these gems, 
by splitting and sawing, may produce 
smaller stones of better grade. 

“Eight-facet” stones are those which 
have been cut with eight facets on the top 
and the same number on the bottom, in- 
stead of the regular 56 facets. Small stones 
ranging from 32ds to 64ths are the ones 
cut in this way.

The only work we know of that takes 
up rather fully the question of gem cutting 
is “The Gem-Cutter’s Craft,’ by Leopold 
Clarement, published by Geo. Bell & Sons, 
London. This work goes considerably into 
detail as to precious stones and gives very 
full illustrations as to the laps and other 
tools used in the cutting of diamonds and 
gems, and the methods employed. It is not 
a text book on lapidary work as much as 
it is a general work on gems from the 
standpoint of a lapidary. There are other 
better works on gems, but none that we 
know of goes into the question of cutting 
as fully or as graphically as does this. You 
can probably get this through any large 
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book dealer, but it might be easier to write 
direct to Geo. Bell & Sons, London, or 
the MacMillan Co., New York.

“THIS Summer, when most merchants 
are either off on a vacation or plan- 
ning one, suppose you try a different game, 
one that ought to (if successful) interest 
you so much that you will forget all about 
the hot weather. Look over the records of 
your business during the Summer months 
for several years past, average up the sales 
and then determine that you are going to 
try to double that average. Of course, 
without such a resolution, and unless you 
make an energetic fight for it, all the helps 
suggested in this article will not be of 
great value. For no matter how good the 
scheme, unless a great amount of work, 
“stick-to-it-ness’” and enthusiasm be- put 
behind it you will accomplish nothing big. 
If you employ clerks, consult with them 
over your plans and make them enthuse 
with you by making it worth while to them. 
Most of us can put a great deal more vim 
and energy into our work if we are made 
to understand that this extra work has a 
possible pecuniary benefit. 
Suppose you start your Summer cam- 
paign by placing over your store front a 
large sign—something like this:

rhen in your windows exhibit goods with 
prices marked down a certain per cent. on 
each article. Say “Summer Sale’—regu- 
lar price so and so—now sold at .... per 
cent. discount. 

If your city is a “baseball town”’—and 
what American community isn’t?—have a 
thousand or more “baseball schedules” 
printed, giving dates of all games of the 
big or minor leagues in which your people 
are interested. 

Everyone will keep these through the 
whole season, and your advertisement on 
them will be seen daily by those who carry 
the folders. If baseball fever runs very 
high among the local youth, offer a prize 
f some kind to be awarded as a trophy 


to the team that is champion at the end of 
the baseball season. Or offer it to the 
best all-around baseball player, or the 
most popular one, to be decided by vote. 
Let everybody vote free and exhibit the 
trophy in your window. Imagine the free 
advertising you can get out of this scheme! 
In some cities, and especially if you adver- 
tise occasionally in your home paper, you 
will get a nice notice gratis about your 
baseball prize. 

Take a cue from the comic papers. It 
may not be a dignified form of advertising, 
but it will get you business and make you 
known. And, anyhow, in the “good old 
Summertime” everybody is willing to for- 
give a little nonsense. So borrow some 
lad’s pet goat and hire the goat’s owner to 
lead the animal around like “Grimes’ goat,” 
with a sandwich sign a-straddle his back 
reading:

And so on throughout the Summer, using 
some other animal or publicity advertise- 
ment just as soon as the novelty of the one 
begins to pall. By the time you have been 
working these schemes for several weeks 
the town will begin to sit up and take no- 
tice. Your place of business will become 
a center of attraction. Here is where you 
want to keep your windows working to 
keep up the interest, and it may not be out 
of place to detail here how the windows 
can be used to supplement the other adver- 
tising work. 

A very attractive window specialty is to 
have a young person who has some talent 
for rapid sketching sit in your window, 
with a drawing board so placed as to be 
visible from the street, and let him or her 
make sketches according to his or her 
ability. A week or two will wear the new- 
ness off of this idea. 

Then you might have an engraver at 
work in your window for a short while, 
putting initials and monograms on various 
articles and doing some fancy work in be- 
tween times. Announce that during a lim- 
ited period this work will be gratis. 

Start six or a dozen “seven-day” clocks 
off at the same time and offer a choice of 
one of these clocks to the customer who 
submits the nearest estimate of the time 
these clocks will record when they stop, 
or to the one who estimates which clock 
will stop first (first correct answer gets it). 

As other ideas to liven up your Summer 
campaign, have printed on yellow card- 
board the dial of a watch. Attach a small 
string to these rounded bits of cardboard 
and distribute them generously to children. 
Print on them some wording similar to 
this: 





When it’s time to buy a 
real watch—lI’ll get it at 
“SOANSOS,” 18 Main Ave. 





Give away folding paper boxes, with your 
advertisement printed on them, as picnic 
lunch boxes. Give them to outing clubs, 
Sunday schools, as “bait” boxes to fisher- 
men, etc. 

Hat strings to keep straw hats from 
blowing away could bear your ad on the 
tag end.

Watch guards to prevent watches being 
snatched from pockets are also a welcome 
free gift. 

Try to get up a booklet with a list of 
watch terms. Have one or two pages de- 
yoted to serious information about watches 
and use the remainder of the book for 
comic terms. 

If you skim over the daily papers and 
the magazines for a week or two you can 
cul] out enough first-class watch jokes to 
fill a good-sized book. 

While on the town publicity racket, two 
or three new adaptations of old ideas might 
be mentioned here: 

An immense umbrella labeled:

is carried by an undersized man, and a few 
yards behind him a big man strides along 
carrying a diminutive umbrella lettered the 
same way, with the additional words, “Me 
too.” 

Start half a dozen boys who ride bicycles 
in a “young” parade. Have over each 
wheel a sign affixed, the front wheel to 
read

or some other wording to suit your needs. 

Try to show only seasonable merchan- 
dise after the commencements of the 
schools and colleges and the June weddings 
are over. Show such articles as shell neck- 
laces, earrings and other shell jewelry, belt 
and slipper buckles, scarf pins, watch fobs 
and other low-priced articles which are 
usually bought on the spur of the moment. 

The souvenir trade is also worth reach- 
ing for, if there are any Summer visitors 
to your “burg.” Souvenir spoons, souvenir 
ash trays, match boxes, cigar cutters, etc., 
etc. They are all salable under certain 
circumstances. If you cater for this busi- 
ness be sure to show in some part of your 
window a large card to which are sewn 
samples representing the lines you carry. 
Put prices on them (this is especially im- 
portant, as it tells souvenir seekers that 
you are not trying to “gouge” them on ac- 
count of being transients). Print on the 
card in large type:

To sum up, there is no need to let busi- 
ness be dull, unless you want to sit down 
and wait for it. Stir things up and you 
will get business, and lots of. it. You may 
incidentally wake up one or more of your 
competitors, but that will only be an aid 
to your campaign. So pitch in and the 
business is yours for the asking. In other 
words, hustle for the dollars and you'll 
get ’em. Orto Jonas.

MAN who wastes time wastes his life, 

yet he does not always realize it. 

He wastes his life because he wastes the 
very elements of which life is composed, 
seconds, minutes, days, weeks, months and 
years. The successful men of to-day are 
those who have crowded telling deeds into 
short intervals of time, the cumulative ef- 
fect of these crowded efforts in short inter- 
vals of time being wonderful beyond de- 
scription. Salesmanship to many men ap- 
pears to be a commonplace and prosaic oc- 
cupation. In fact, to the prosaic all things 
seem prosaic. The successful salesman re- 
quires intelligence of a high order, and par- 
ticularly ability to accomplish a great deal 
in a short space of time. This means the 
elimination of all superfluous motion and 
conversation. Millions are lost yearly by 
retailers because of inefficiency in selling. 
Adaptability to the temperaments of dif- 
ferent customers helps to save time. The 
customer who wants what he wants when 
he wants it does not want any long dis- 
sertation regarding some article which the 
salesman may claim to be just as good. A 
knowledge of the stock is also most neces- 
sary to the salesman who wants to accom- 
plish something worth while. Knowledge 
of the stock means not merely knowing 
whether it is on hand or not, but knowing 
the quality of the stock and its value as 
compared with other stock in the same line. 
The man or woman who never gets ahead 
is the one whose knowledge never in- 
creases. Knowledge only comes through 
effort. Effort is hard work, very hard to 
some; and hence the comparatively smali 
number of those who make the effort. If 
you want, therefore, to stand above the 
mediocre crowd you must be an _ inde- 
fatigable worker and a progressive student 
of everything that pertains to your busi- 
ness. Someone said anyone who can run 
a retail business successfully to-day is a 
genius. But genius is merely well-directed 
effort. In one of the largest retail estab- 
lishments in this country a rule is made 
that the profits of every month of the cur- 
rent year must surpass the profits of the 
corresponding month of the previous year. 
This is a good rule, for the man who made 
it realized that business either goes for- 
ward or goes back. It does not stand still. 
Progression is life, while stagnation is 
death to any commercial enterprise. Em- 
ployers, perhaps, do not take sufficient edu- 
cational interest in their employes. The en- 
couragement of the jewelry employe to read 
literature on advertising and salesmanship 
as well as books relating to their business 
will add considerably to that employe’s effi- 
ciency, which, of course, will increase one- 
hundredfold the profits of the employer. The 
selfish notion that the clerk will learn too 
much or more than is good for the em- 
ployer is largely responsible for this atti- 
tude of mind. This attitude indicates a 
small man—an attitude destructive of busi- 
ness and inimical to progress. Let con- 


structiveness be our policy—our watchword 
“Forward, March!” 
% *&is 

Traub Bros. & Co., Detroit, Mich., have 
been trying for some time the experiment 
of dressing their windows twice a day and 
have found it a very successful idea. In 
the morning the Woodward and Grand 
River Ave. windows are filled with attrac- 
tive goods for the view of the throngs that 
pass the store all day. Objects are used 
which are likely to attract the notice of 
people who are going by at the pace usual 
on a busy street in the daytime; bright and 
striking effects are aimed at, and the aim 
is to make a showing which will appeal 
to busy people. At closing time all these 
goods are taken in and an entirely new 
setting is made. The evening crowds are 
not in such a hurry, and the effect of elec- 
tric light is different from that of sunlight, 
so that heavier pieces and silver are placed. 
People are more apt to stop and comment 
on goods displayed thus. Charles T. 
Karpp, who has charge of the window 
dressing, says that frequently he has calls 
from men who want some particular piece 
that has been noticed by a woman friend 
while looking in the window in the eve- 
ning. Mail orders also come in from out- 
side cities for evening display goods, and 
some of these have resulted in follow-up 
orders. After an experience of sufficient 
length to determine that it really pays to 
take the extra trouble, Traub Bros. & Co. 
are fully convinced that the special evening 
dressing of the windows is worth all the 
labor involved,

safely reduce. As a rule, the mer- 
chant has his expenses under his thumb. 
3ut, mevertheless, expenses can be de- 
creased by raising the amount of value the 
amount spent for expenses buys. Get full 
value for your expenditures and you will 
be keeping that item down. 

By increasing the efficiency of the sales 
force and by selling dependable merchan- 
dise the number of complaints will be 
reduced to a minimum. Each clerk, every 
worker, in the scientifically managed store 
will find no idle time. They will be look- 
ing for shorter methods of doing the work 
so as to be able to do more. As there is 
no waste time, the cost of selling—or pro- 
duction as Mr. Chalmers has it—will be 
automatically decreased. 

Getting Country Trade. 

There is no trouble in getting coun- 
try trade. The town or city that makes 
any systematic effort to get the trade from 
the surrounding rural districts invariably 
succeeds. It is easy—the farmers are just 
waiting tur a general invitation—and spe- 
cial inducements. 

A small Illinois town found it easy to 
get the farmers to come to visit—and buy 
—by planning a free public auction for the 
farmers. The visitors on that day num- 
bered as many as the original population. 
The busiress done was more than double. 
This was an easy thing to arrange. The 
merchants subscribed the small amount 
necessary to pay the auctioneer. The farm- 
ers brought produce, stock, machinery, fur- 
niture, anything they wanted to sell, and 
it was sold for them. They left the greater 
part of the proceeds of the sale in the 
stores in exchange for merchandise. 

So successful was this auction day that 
the merchants proceeded to inaugurate an- 
other with added features. From this be- 
ginning there was finally planned and put 
into operation a regular monthly “market 
day.” This was held on the last Thursday 
of each month. 

A great many of the towns and cities of 
Illinois, Indiana and other central and west- 
ern States have an annual feature of this 
nature. In many cases the feature is in 
the nature of a street fair or carnival. The 
chief attraciions are the amusements that 
detract from regular trading and usually 
results in a holiday for business. There 
are few stores that profit from these annual 
festivals directly. It is, of course, true 
that they benefit more or less indirectly 
through popularizing the town with the 
surrounding population. 

One Illinois town held what it termed a 
red letter day. On this day all the promi- 
nent merchants gave a straight five per 
cent. discount on everything they sold. The 
local paper took hold of the scheme and 
assisted in giving it a great deal of pub- 


licity among the surrounding farmers. 
There was a special edition printed: of 28 
pages—about three times as many as usual 
—in which the special offerings of the dif- 
ferent merchants were made. This issue 
of the paper was sent to everyone in the 
surrounding territory, whether a subscriber 
or not. It brought the business. 

Every town and city should have its mer- 
chants’ association, as well as its board of 
trade or chamber of commerce. A mer- 
chants’ association can do so much for the 
benefit of the merchant that it is surprising 
that the progressive merchant will allow 
the unprogressive merchant to hold up its 
formation. Let a few of the progressives 
get together and form an association, even 
if the old fogies who ate eating their hearts 
out with jealousy of each other will not 
take hold or become members. In the end 
they will be glad to come to the associa- 
tion, asking for membership. 

One of the best methods of getting a 
great number of the local merchants inter- 
ested is to start a co-operative movement 
toward holding a regular “market day” 
for the country customers. This can be 
started by having a public meeting and a 
hot discussion of the ease of boosting, in 
which the keynote should be, “buy in the 
home town.” This will result in boosting 
the trade among the local merchants, as 
well as start a concerted movement for a 
bigger and better “home town.” 

All the prominent citizens should be 
asked to be present. Bar the politician, 
or arrange the program so that he will not 
be able to monopolize the whole meeting 
with his vaporings. All professional men, 
such as physicians, dentists, lawyers, insur- 
ance agents, real estate dealers, hotel keep- 
ers, and all classes of merchants should be 
notified to be present. Do not overlook 
any. Sometimes the greatest enthusiasm 
is shown by some obscure merchant who, 
finding a place to use his latent abilities, is 
of the greatest assistance in carrying out 
the plan of the organization. 

In a few words the writer will tell how 
one successful association is governed. 
Every class of trade has a section for it- 
self. The jewelers have their section, the 
grocers have their section, the shoe mer- 
chants have theirs, and so on along the 
line. Each section looks after all matters 
of importance to its own members. It is 
thus unnecessary for a jeweler to go to a 
meeting and find the whole evening is 
taken up with subjects or matters that are 
of importance to the grocer alone. The 
sections report to the president the sub- 
stance of the deliberations, in the form of 
the minutes of the section’s meetings. If 
there is any item that is of importance to 
other sections in these minutes, it is re- 
ported to them, that such other sections 
had taken it up, and had disposed of it in 
the manner reported. In.this way items 
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of interest to more than one section are 
brought in the various sections. If it is 
thought advisable the sections interested 
are called together and the matter dis- 
cussed and disposed of as thought best by 
the majority, The action of the sections 
must be ratified by the association as a 
whole at a meeting called for that pur- 
pose, or at the regular monthly meeting. 
By having the sections proceed in this way 
a great deal of useless discussion is 
stopped, business is facilitated, and local 
interest kept up. 

At the meeting called to “boost” the 
town a committee should be chosen to for- 
mulate plans for the carrying out of any 
general idea that is decided upon as the 
general feature of the day. Another should 
be appointed to look after the finances. It 
will not cost a great deal to have a “mar- 
ket day” or other special feature, if it is 
carried out along sane lines. The whole 
idea should be to interest the farmer 
enough to make him drop his work and 
come to town. Get him in town, give him' 
a good time, fill him up with bargains, buy 
his produce, send him home happy, and 
there will be a great many of them who 
will want to come to town again before 
long. 

A feature of these market days in an 
Illinois town was the offering of some one 
special bargain by every merchant in the 
town. These were arranged by a special 
committee, who saw to it that all the jew- 
elers did not make a special offering on 
the same class of articles, that the grocers 
did not all concentrate on the same items, 
etc. This was arranged by the committee 
in this way: Each merchant sent in his 
bargain item. If there were no items con- 
flicting they were accepted and placed in 
the special advertising done by the com- 
mittee. If items conflicted the merchants 
were asked to select others, and there 
was no friction in the matter. 

A committee should be appointed to 
look after the sports and amusements, for 
there should be something of this nature 
to attract the farmer. But these should be 
so planned that, instead of taking him away 
from the shopping district, it should attract 
the crowds to that point. If, as is often 
the case, the business of the city is divided 
into two or more districts there should be 
equal attractions for all parts of the busi- 
ness sections of the town. 

There should be another committee ap- 
pointed, and this one is as important as 
any, if not more important than all the 
others, viz., an advertising committee. The 
members of this committee should not be 
chosen because they are connected with 
printing offices, or for any other reason 
than that they are good advertisers, men 
who have good common sense and judg- 
ment. These are the men that are to 
spend the most of the money raised by 
subscription. 

The chairmen of these committees should 
form an executive committee who will se- 
lect their own chairman. The executive 
committee will have power to suggest any 
feature to other committees so that in this 
way all matters will get attention.

The Clerk’s Relation to the Business. 


a concluding this serial I shall speak di- 
rectly to the young clerk himself: 

You are the architect of your own for- 
tune; your future depends entirely upon 
yourself. You may be favored in having 
a helpful “boss,” or handicapped with an 
ungracious one, and these exterior factors 
will count; but, after all, the outcome of 
success or failure lies with you. Earnest 
effort in one direction, concentration on 
the thing in hand, diligence and persever- 
ance—these are the winning cards, Apbil- 
ity, knowledge, opportunity, all are well; 
but they will not take you far unless 
backed by an indomitable will. With such 
a will behind your natural powers, disap- 
pointments will not discourage you, the 
gtind of a dull routine will not defeat you; 
the future will beckon to you and call to 
your soul. 

Give good measure. The clerk who gives 
more to his employer than was bargained 
for gives most to himself; the clerk who, 
from some false idea of his “rights,” does 
just enough and no more than is required, 
loses more than his “rights” have gained 
for him—for he loses an important ingre- 
dient in the making of the man. Giving 
just what your agreement calls for, and 
no more; watching the clock lest the hand 
passes the perpendicular and you are 
cheated of your “rights’—well, you may 
rob your employer of the faithfulness for 
which he pays, but you rob yourself more. 
Your idea is a dishonest one, in the first 
place, and a stupid one first, last and all 
the time. It never pays to slur your work. 
You may cheat your employer, but you 
can't cheat nature. Merely working “fair- 
ly well” is not enough; possibly enough 
for him but never enough for you. You 
will never amount to a hill of beans unless 
you work for the good you get out of the 
work, in the making of manly character. 


Character is human nature in its best 
form. It dignifies every position, however 
humble. Its possession “constitutes an es- 
tate in the general good will,” says Bacon. 
Individual character is not only the con- 
science of the human society but its motive 
power as well. Mind without heart, intel- 
ligence without conduct, cleverness with- 
out goodness, are powers in their way 
but they are often powers of mischief. 
Truthfulness, integrity, honor—these form 
the-elements of manly character. And be- 
cause of these inherent elements, the em- 
ployer investigates your character, so that 
he may feel safe in entrusting his valuable 
goods to your care. 

But for the same reason you should in- 
vestigate his character before engaging 
with him; for he may rob you of a more 
valuable jewel than any in his safe. He 
may-_rob you of your sensibility of evil. 

In justice to yourself you must look into 





his standards of right and wrong. For the 
clerk, if he is properly loyal to his em- 
ployer, unconsciously takes on the habits 
of thought of his employer, no less than 
his habits of business; through loyalty he 
comes to believe that what his employer 
does is right because he does it. The mind 
of a young clerk is very plastic. It takes 
on an influence of example, good or bad, 
with swift and accurate distinctness. And 
the pity of it is that the early bad influ- 
ences, falling on the mind when it is im- 
pressionable, remain after the mind _be- 
comes less sensible to impression—as a de- 
sign stamped on a bit of soft clay remains 
long after the hardened clay refuses the 
impression of a later stamp. 

The young clerk hears his employer giv- 
ing impossible guarantees as to the wear 
of goods and sees the result—a sale is 
made; so the clerk comes to think that it is 
business wit to stretch the truth. He hears 
his employer telling untruths to a travel- 
ing salesman as to the price he pays for 
certain goods, and sees the success of the 
lie—the goods are bought at a “cut” price; 
and the clerk is led to believe that it pays 
to lie. Day after day he witnesses decep- 
tions, the taking of mean advantages of 
ignorance; the deliberate operation of 
“crooked” business; slowly but surely the 
baleful influence of example wrecks his 
native integrity. His fine conceptions of 
right and wrong are defiled by the cor- 
rupting contact. 

You must leave such an employer, what- 





ever your temporary needs. No wage that 


he can give will make up your moral deficit 
in staying with him; nor, for that matter, 
can he pay you enough now to make up 
for your eventual financial loss. For with 
each year of advancing civilization comes 
increasing evidence that integrity pays; the 
world of trade has experimented in the 
other direction and now anchors on this 
belief. You can’t afford to be associated 
with a store where quality is not repre- 
sented truthfully, where there are quib- 
bles over the telling of exact values, where 
every drawer and shelf and showcase har- 
bors deceit. You must get away from it 
for your soul’s sake, and for your pocket’s 
sake, 


And be honest with yourself. Don’t ac- 
cept compliments as the measure of your 
worth, when you know your own weak- 
nesses so painfully well. Don’t deceive 
yourself with false estimates of your ca- 
pacity, nor yet exaggerate your deficiencies. 
Don’t practise too much humility; think 
as well of yourself as you deserve; strike 
out; assume your position. It is the jos- 
tlings and joltings of life that bring real 
men to the surface; put potatoes in a 
wagon over a rough road and the small 
potatoes will go to the bottom. Rise above 
the envious and jealous. Fire above the 
mark you intend to hit. Be self-reliant.

Keep you own counsel. Be civil—he is a 
foolish man who would deny that molasses 
catches more flies than vinegar. Be gener- 
ous in your estimate of other men’s mo- 
tives. And at all times, under all circum- 
stances, be true to your sense of duty.

When the 
sap is fairly humming through the 
branches, man’s vitality is at its lowest 
stage; when the blades of grass are hus- 
tling their liveliest, man’s energies. are 
most inert. It is a contradiction that can’t 
be explained.

It just runs its course “when 
the green, y’know, gits up in the trees”; 
the loafer is at the height of human fash- 
ion in these Spring days of universal lazi- 
ness.

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The Outward Appearance of Repaired Watches. 
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PP BERE are many repairers who, while 
doing their work in a_ thoroughly 
practical manner and the watch performing 
well after the job is completed, neverthe- 
less neglect to give the finishing touches to 
the job which are pleasing to the eye of 
the layman. It would be well to consider 
the business point in watch repairing as 
well as the theoretical and practical view. 
We do not wish to dispute the fact that 
the main and important object to consider 
when doing repairing is to work on the 
parts which add directly to the timing 
qualities of the watch. But to utilize all 
the time on practical repairs and entirely 
neglect the appearance of the watch is a 
policy which does not very frequently give 
absolute satisfaction. The writer has in 
mind a watch repairer who has increased 
his repair trade to a most astonishing ex- 
tent simply by adopting a system in his 
shop that pleases the vanity of his cus- 
tomers while attending to the practical side 
of the repairs. It was not long before the 
repairer attained a reputation as a watch 
renovator as well as a repairer. It is a very 
easy matter to obtain a higher price for a 
job if we can pick some recently repaired 
watches from the repair rack and show our 
prospective customer the kind of work we 
do on our repairs. But the recently re- 
paired watches must offer a pleasing ap- 
pearance to the eye. Proof that the watch 
will perform to the satisfaction of the 
owner is, of course, not given until the 
completion of the job, when the watch is 
being carried; not before then can the lay- 
man decide for or against the repairer. 
Not so, however, with the outward appear- 
ance of a job. It is invariably the finishing 
touches that catch the eye of the owner of 
a watch. When a job is delivered looking 
like a new watch, the customer at once 
shows his satisfaction. 


It is well to advise a customer to spend 
something on the case, and not only to 
have his watch movement repaired. It is 
no rare occurrence to see a good move- 
ment in a poorly fitting case. The front- 
back and back-back remain partly open, the 
case spring is either broken or lacking 
elasticity, the bezel and cap fit poorly. Yet 
a watch of that kind is sometimes brought 


for repairs without a single word being 
mentioned about the case. The main ob- 
ject the layman has in mind is to have 
the time-keeping qualities of the watch re- 
stored. 

There are many small jobs on cases 
which watch repairers should be in a posi- 
tion to handle in their own shops, but dif- 
ficult jobs are more satisfactorily accom- 
plished if submitted to an up-to-date case 
repairer. Comparatively few customers 
will hesitate to lay out a small extra ex- 
penditure on their watches if a technical 
explanation and some enlightenment are 
given concerning their watches. We can 
convince them that the repairs to the 
movement will not be lasting unless the 
case is renovated and restored to a condi- 
tion to protect the movement from dust and 
dampness. Case springs are very easily re- 
placed after a little practise. It is best to 
have a complete stock of case springs 
(which cost very little), and whenever a 
spring is out of order it is best to replace 
it by a new one. 

This is a job that will at once arouse 
the appreciation of a customer, simply be- 
cause it requires both hands to open a 
watch with a broken case spring, and when 
this error is eliminated the effect is bound 
to present itself to the owner of the watch 
immediately. Locking springs are some- 
times more difficult to fit, and it is there- 
fore advisable to repair the old one. Some 
workmen resort to the bending of the 
front-back in order to make the locking 
spring catch. This method may sometimes 
improve the locking at the spring, but it 
will inevitably throw out the entire fit of 
the front-back. A very easy and quick 
method to secure the front-back under the 
locking spring is the following: Remove 
the movement and case spring from the 
tase, then close the front-back and use a 
wooden mallet to tap lightly around the 
edge of the front-back until a perfect fit is 
obtained. If the locking edge of the front- 
back is worn it is well to cut a new edge 
with a graver. Next file the notch in the 
base somewhat deeper in order to make the 
locking spring protrude about five-thou- 
sandths more than originally, and file up a 
new sharp locking face on the spring. This 


simple operation will fix satisfactorily the 
most worn lock without difficulty. 

The upper part of the locking spring may 
then be burnished over with a fine emery 
stick and followed up with rouge and oil. 
There are many preparations used for 
cleaning and polishing watch cases, and all 
are available and offer practically the same 
result. But when expenditure is taken irito 
consideration, it may be mentioned that 
nothing can excel rouge mixed with oil. 
This preparation, while being the most in- 
expensive one, gives the best result. It is 
advisable to use the preparation on a soft 
cloth and afterwards wash the case well 
with a soft brush and warm soapsuds; 
after which operation the case may be 
dipped in alcohol and then dried in saw- 
dust. It is, of course, to be understood 
that the case springs must be removed 
when the case is thus being washed in 
order to prevent the steel parts from 
rusting. 

The jewel settings in the movement are 
also very often neglected by repairers. We 
may notice some high-grade watches which 
may have been thoroughly repaired and 
cleaned, yet the jewel settings are black 
and present the appearance of a very poor 
job. Some repairers dip the plates in a 
cyanide solution, which is a very practical 
procedure to remove dirt and to brighten 
up the parts; but there are certain marks 
and spots on plates (especially on gilded 
plates) that cyanide will fail to remove, 
even though the solution be quite strong. 
Such spots are generally caused by perspir- 
ing fingers and can only be removed with 
an eraser. It is surprising what can be 
accomplished in the line of cleaning and 
giving the repair an appearance of a new 
watch with the end of a pencil eraser. It 
merely requires a few movements with the 
eraser over a badly spotted plate and the 
original bright color will immediately ap- 
pear. This scheme may also be applied to 
the jewel settings, but a brighter and more 
lustrous polish may be obtained on the 
jewel settings in the following manner: 
Take a piece of cork and mount it on a 
piece of pegwood. Point the cork to fit 
a jewel setting and, with a polishing prepa- 
ration applied to the cork, proceed to rotate 
over the settings until a very bright finish 
appears. In some of the factories where 
only watches of the highest grade are made 
the jewel settings receive a final finish with 
the point of a cork and the substance of a 
burnt gas mantel. The result of this pol- 
ishing substance has proved to be so suc-

nen consider this polishing preparation a 
ecret of the trade. Fine rust spots on 
highly polished steel may also be removed 
simply by passing over the rusty parts with 
the cork and gas-mantel dust without 
scratching the highly polished parts. It is 
also essential to keep a clean buffstick on 
the workbench. It proves very handy to 
wipe off the plates afier the watch has 
been assembled. This is done by dipping 
the buffstick in benzine and afterwards 
passing the same over the plates. Care 
must be taken not to have too much ben- 
zine on the buffstick, otherwise the oil will 
be removed from the train pivots by the 
benzine. The cleaning with the buffstick 
must be done hy proceeding in one direc- 
tion only; when forth and back or zigzag 
movements are employed there will remain 
dull, narrow streaks. 





Piachbeck Watch Cases. 


ATCH cases have frequently been 
made of what is known as pinch- 
beck. Many of the older timepieces, in- 
cluding cruciform watches, were made of 
this metal, which certainly made a very 
presentable appearance, according to F. J. 
sritten, in the Jeweler and Metalworker. 
The alloy, for such is pinchbeck, was 
named after a watchmaker who introduced 
it and was probably its discoverer. It came 
into note because of its use as a material 
for watch cases during the 18th century. 

Its popularity was aided by the plate 
duties. Apart from the monetary value of 
such impositions, there is pretty generally 
a desire to evade them when it can be 
done by the substitution of an apparently 
similar article. Till 1815 pinchbeck re- 
tained its popularity more or less. Then, 
although gold and silver plate continued 
liable to taxation, watch cases were espe- 
cially exempted on account of the burden 
which the British watchmaker then felt in 
the endeavor to compete with French and 
Swiss manufacturers. The following is 
taken from the Daily Post for Dec. 22, 
1733, which appears to be of sufficient in- 
terest to bear republication: 

“To prevent for the future the gross im- 
position that is daily put upon the publick 
by a great number of shopkeepers, hawkers 
and pedlars, in and about this town, the 
ingenious Mr. Edward Pinchbeck at the 
sign of the musical clock, within two doors 
of the Leg Tavern in Fleet Street, being 
the same shop that was kept by his father, 
does hereby give notice, that he does not 
dispose of one grain of his curious metal, 
which so nearly resembles gold in colour, 
smell and ductility, to any person what- 
soever; nor are the toys made of the said 
metal sold by any other person in England 
except himself; therefore, gentlemen and 
ladies are desired to beware of impostors, 
who do or may pretend to know the secret, 
for all their pretences are fictions, and a 
notorious imposition on the publick. Gen- 
tlemen and ladies may be accommodated by 
the said Edward Pinchbeck with great va- 
riety of curious toys made of the said 
metal. 

“And in particular watches, plain and 
chased in so curious a manner, as not to be 
distinguished by the nicest eye from real

gold; with several other fine pieces of 
workmanship of any sort, made by the best 
hands. 

“N.B.—It having been insinuated in an 
advertisement in th: publick pavers that 
Christopher Pinchbeck, eldest son of the 
late Mr. Christopher Pinchbeck, was the 
only son brought up to his father’s busi- 
ness, and that his father’s workmen were 
ready to attest that he only assisted him 
in making the curious metal aforemen- 
tioned; this is to satisfy the publick, that 
those insinuations are entirly false, as will 
plainly appear by the following particulars. 

“First, Mr. Edward Pinchbeck has been 
brought up to his father’s business ever 
since he was ten years of age, by whose 
means the discovery of the abovesaid metal 
was first made, though afterwards im- 
proved and brought to perfection by his 
father; and to the said Edward Pinch- 
beck alone his father on his death-bed com- 
municated the secret, with his improve- 
ments of it. 

“Secondly, Mr. Edward Pinchbeck ap- 
peals to ocular demonstration for the 
truth of this assertion, and doubts not but 
all those noblemen and gentlemen who 
have done him the honour to deal with 
him will testify that the composition of his 
curious metal is the same with his late 
father’s, and answers the purpose in every 
particular. 

“Thirdly, to show that Mr. Edward 
Pinchbeck’s is the only true and valuable 
metal he promises that whoever shall 
henceforth purchase any of it, he will allow 
them 2s. 6d. per ounce for it, after they 
have used it as long as they think proper. 

“The said Edward Pinchbeck likewise 
makes astronomical and musical clocks, re- 
peating, and all other sorts of clocks and 
watches; particularly watches of a new in- 
vention, the mechanism of which is so 
simple, and the proportion so just, that 
they come nearer the truth than any others 
yet made. 

“He also mends all sorts of clocks and 
watches, musical machines, and pieces of 
machinery whatsoever, after so just a 
manner, that they shall go well, though 
they never did before.” 

In a recent number The Bazaar, quot- 
ing from the third edition of “Old Clocks 
and Watches and Their Workers,” gave 
the composition of pinchbeck as three parts 
of zinc to four of copper. If this is cor- 
rect, it bears a suspicious resemblance to 
brass. 

Like a good many other imitations of the 
precious metal, pinchbeck cases, whatever 
they may have been like when new, did not 
endure, whether apparently gold or gilded. 
Many of each kind are to be met with. and 
the appearance of the surface is shabby 
and unclean. However, pinchbeck, as I 
have already said, retained some sort of 
reputation for many years, and is still 
often quoted.

A BOUT two years ago the French peri- 

odical L’//lustration published an ar- 
ticle deploring the fact that there was no 
table clock in existence that allowed the 
time to be seen from all sides. This re- 
mark inspired Jean Louis Bloch, manufac- 
turing horologist at La Chaux-de-Fonds, 
to devise the timepiece of which we pre- 
sent an illustration. 

The base, of bronze, of very artistic de- 
sign, is the work of M. Adrien Bickart, a 
former pupil of the Art School. The horo- 
logical movements have been in large part 
executed by Paul Reymond, professor at 
the horological school of the above city. 
The whole constitutes a work the true value 
of which connoisseurs will appreciate. The

dimensions are 160 millimeters base and 
310 millimeters height. The base displays 
the same design on all sides; the case 
moves on a pivot. 

The time is recorded on the four dials 
by a movement operating four dial works. 
This movement is placed in the top of the 
case. A second movement, located in the 
base, causes the case to turn a quarter 
revolution every minute. This rotation oc- 
cupies about 10 seconds; during the follow- 
ing 50 seconds the case remains immovable. 

It has taken almost two years to perfect 
this in every respect remarkable work which 
we take pleasure in bringing to the notice 
of our readers.
